WASHINGTON (UPI) T-A food chain 


spokesman has. denied that retailers 
have profiteered at the expense of farm- 
ers and consumers by widening their 
meat profits. 


Retail meat prices already have 


dropped and should be "very favorable'* 
for consumers through July, said Clar- 
ence G. Adamy, president of the National 
Association of Food .Chains. He was 
called to tell the retailers''side of the 
meat price story today at a House sub- 
committee investigation of beef prices.. 


Some farm spokesmen at the opening 


session of the inquiry Monday said retail 
prices — which turned down in many 
stores about April 1 — earlier had been 
boosted by more than was needed to 
keep pace with last winter's increase in 
cattle prices. 


Adamy told UPI that when all figures 


are posted, the average gain in 1972 food 
prices' compared to 1971 levels will be 
smaller than the gain in all consumer 
items, and smaller than last year's 2.7 
per cent gain in food prices. 


The Agriculture. Department has pre- 


dicted that 1972 retail food prices ex- 
cluding restaurant tabs will be up 4 per 
cent over last year. 


"They can be wrong. They've made 


mistakes every year for the past seven 


years," Adamy said. 


Adamy conceded that food chains were 


slow in cutting retail beef prices after 
farm and wholesale prices began declin- 
ing in February. But he contended this 
expansion of the farm-to-retail margin 
was only a partial catchup for a squeeze 
food chains suffered because they were 
slow to raise retail prices last year when 
farm-wholesale prices began moving up.

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Schools9 Problem: 
Helping Young 
'Slow Learners'

How to provide help for preschool chil- 


dren with learning disabilities is a ques- 
tion Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 
school officials must answer by June l. 


A recent state mandate forces school 


districts to provide help for preschool 
children 3 to 5 years old who are sus- 
pected of having special learning dis- 
abilities. 


While the state set a June 1 date for 


the start of this service, no guidelines for 
the service, method of finding these stu- 
dents or system of funding the program 
has been established. 


JEANNE MCCARTHY, director of diag- 


nostic services In Dist. 54, said a group 
of about 25 classroom teachers, parents, 
administrators 
and special education 


people have been meeting in committee 
for several months. 


"The committee, under the chairman- 


ship of Mildred McClure. director of spe- 
cial services, has done its work and we 
should be ready to report to the school 
board shortly," said Mrs. McCarthy. 


"However, the report will be in- 


complete.slnce we are not yet sure If we 
can begin in July, It Is also impossible to 
plan without knowing how much if any 
money will be earmarked for the pro- 
gram, or how many children we must 
serve." she said. 


Supt. wayne Schaible believes legisla- 


tors will be asked for an extension of the 
July 1 deadline, and for more specific 
information on what the state mandate 
really says. 


Schaible said the present legislation 


doesn't spell out whether the district

On Poklacki's motion to buy the re- 


cycled papers, Sparks and Smiley voted 
no. Poklacki has been urging the board 
to buy recycled paper wherever econom- 
ically possible.

should give youngsters extra help within 
the school or help parents help their chil- 
dren within the home. 


THE DISTRICT presently provides ex- 


tra help for approximately 25 children 
under 5 who have hearing, sight or physi- 
cal handicaps. The new legislation, how- 
ever, is aimed at that preschool child 
who shows evidence of a learning dis- 
ability, speech and language problem, 
emotional disability or social malad- 
justment, and at the trainable mentally 
handicapped. 


Mrs. McCarthy said Dist. 54 is anxious 


to give this extra help, "The earlier chil- 
dren with problems reach help the easier 
it is for them to catch up," she said. 


Although Dist. 54 keeps no records of 


extra help those on the special services 
staff now offer to children under 5, it is 
known that several parents and young- 
sters are receiving help after school 
hours both in schools and at home. 


Schaible said no one who comes to the 


district for help is turned away, but ex- 
plained that staff members must some- 
how find the time to help after 'their 
regular duties. "It's more a help your 
fellow man effort than any structured 
program," he added. 


Mrs, McCarthy said the steering com- 


mittee is now grouping into subcom- 
mittees with its main philosophy that ev- 
ery child is capable of learning, 


"At 3 some special children have spe- 


cial needs, perhaps an enriched environ- 
ment or special help. Our job is not to 
label children at 3 or to test them for 
performance," said Mrs, McCarthy. 


SUE SAID THE program will depend 


on active parental participation, teaching 
rather than testing and the provision of 
activators of learning rather than teach- 
ers. Mrs. McCarthy said depending on 
funding the procgram could use volun- 
teers and aids. 


The help program for the preschooler 


will be a true cooperative school, home 
and community effort, she said. 


"We know what we have to do to help 


these children and now it's up to the 
state to tell us what plans they have for 
helping pay for the program," 
she 


added. 


S t a t e R e p . Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, made no secret of 
what she planned to do as the legislature 
convened this week. 


"When the state mandates a particular 


action they have the obligation to fund 
it," said Mrs. Chapman, 


Mrs, Chapman said she did not think 


the state would consider 100 per cent 
funding but should do what is fair and 
lawful. 


"I will support the appropriation bills 


and try to amend them if attempts are 
made to cut them severely," Mrs. Chap- 
man said. 


"HOWEVER, realism too enters into 


the issue. This is a political year and the 
message voters make loud and clear is 
cut costs," said Mrs, Chapman. 


"Somehow we must do that and still do 


what we know is necessary to help those 
youngsters who need this program," said 
Mrs. Chapman.

out how to implement it and the funding 
was established.

tion rather than tenure. 


It also includes many of the items now 


covered in the teacher's manual and by 
board policy. The contract also requests 
teachers have a bigger say about class 
size, curriculum and text.

metry on the patient's condition. 


All of the equipment is lightweight and 


can be taken directly to scene of the 
heart attack. A 26 ounce transmitter can 
be attached to the victim, the ECG sig- 
nal is then transmitted to a high-power 
unit in the ambulance and relayed to the 
hospital. 


Motorola officials said the equipment 


will cost about $6,000 for the COR hospi- 
tal base station and about $4,000 for the 
ambulance unit.

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Legislature Lacks Gusto In Sessions 


by BOB LAHEY 


SPH1NGF1ELD, ILL. - The Illinois 


Legislature attacked a mountain of pend- 
ing legislation this week, with all the 
gusto of a small boy picking at a platter 
of spinach. 


Hfcturatog to session after a recess of 


fliore than four months, the legislature 
met briefly yesterday and the previous 
day, acting on only one of some 1,500 
measures awaiting its attention. 


It took a $32 million club weilded by 


the federal government to produce pas- 
sage on the first day of a bill banning 
construction of billboards within 600 feet 
— two football fields - of state and fed- 
eral highways. 


In the only vote of any significance, 


the legislature quickly approved bills 
previously passed but subjected to Gov. 
Richard 
Ogilvie's 
amendatory veto, 


which banned the billboard construction. 


t/nder a threat by U.S. Transportation 


Secretary John Volpe for withholding of 
a $32 million highway aid grant, the 
House approved the billboard ban by a 
vote of 133 to IB, and the Senate passed it 
52 to one. 


While approving one bill, legislators 


added approximately 75 new measures to 
the^ collection of some 300 awaiting floor 
action in the two houses and another 
1.000 or more sitting in committee files. 


The new measures introduced ranged 


from proposals for stiff penalties against 
littering from automobiles to the reduc- 
tion of the age requirements for mem- 
bers of local school boards. 


Hep. Eugenia S. Chapman, (D-3rd) 


Bob 
Lahey 


sponsored two of the new measures. She 
was the house sponsor of a resolution 
calling for ratification of the U.S. Con- 
stitutional amendment specifying equal 
rights for women. 


This resolution was simultaneously in- 


troduced in the Senate by Senator Esther 
Saperstein (D-Chicago). 


Mrs. Chapman also introduced a bill 


which would provide for examination and 
treatment of criminal defendants for the 
prevention of venereal disease. 


Rep. 
Aaron Jaffe 
(D-Skokie) 
in- 


troduced a proposal to reduce the re- 
quired age of school board 
members 


from 21 to 18. This bill was partially au- 
thored by Mrs. Chapman. 


The anti-littering bill would prescribe 


penalties for throwing trash from au- 
tomobiles and would require questions 
concerning the new law be included in 
the written examination for a drivers li- 
cense in Illinois. 
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A state requirement for school board 


representation 
from 
unincorporated 


areas gave a guarantee in last week's 
election to a Dist. zil school board candi- 
date and created a possible legal dispute 
in Dist. 214. 


The law was instituted years ago to 


insure the rural districts representation 
from the town and from the surrounding 
farm land. 


Some local school officials contend the 


law doesn't apply to districts composed 
of several villages with small pockets of 
unincorporated land. They say it gives 
an advantage to one candidate who may 
be a representative of a small minority. 


Other critics of the law add if unin- 


corporated areas are going to be given 
representation, so should the remaining 
portions of the district — perhaps with a 
ward arrangement. 


It is apparent the unincorporated re- 


quirement is outmoded for the largely in- 
corporated suburban areas. However a 
move to representation by locality sets a 
political trend that is unsuitable for 
school districts. 


As it is now. the residence of the candi- 


dates has played a primary role in the 
voters' selection. In Elk Grove, for ex- 
ample, individual village officials joined 
the campaign for several local school 
board candidates. 


GEOGRAPHIC campaigns are fine as 


long as they don't overshadow the quali- 
fications of the individuals. 


Residents should also consider that if a 


ward system is suitable for school dis- 
tricts, it could just as easily be used in 
park districts, library districts and vil- 
lages at large. 


We would probably be better off with a 


•school board election completely 
at 


large. As it is now the unincorporated 
representation can create problems when 
two representatives from an unincorpo- 
rated area are running for two seats in 
one district. In Dist. 214, for example, 
two unincorporated candidates put in a 
bid for two separate terms. In this case 
it sufficed to choose the candidate with 
the most votes but a conflict could have 
arisen. 


While the Illinois School Code requires 


unincorporated representation, it doesn't 
set guidelines for a contested election. 
This is only one example of an outmoded 
school law that is difficult to interpret 
and in many cases inapplicable to large 
urban districts. 


We praise Dist. 214's leadership in try- 


ing to amend this one clause. But feel it 
is time the state took the initiative to 
give the entire code an overhaul to make 
it more relevant to modern times.

weeks, both the House and Senate ad- 
journed in time for lunch yesterday, hav- 
ing spent perhaps three hours in session. 


Plans for the next few weeks call for 


sessions of no more than two to three 
days per week with an additional day for 
committee meetings. 


The one affirmative action in this first 


weekly session — the ban on billboards 
— ended a perennial game of con- 
troversial votes on highway advertising. 
The billboard ban has long been widely 
regarded as a "fetcher." 


Annually, bills to ban billboards have 


been introduced in the Illinois legisla- 
ture, and many have claimed this action 


was primarily to attract bribe money 
from certain elements of the advertising 
industry. 


The bill banning highway, advertising 


had been approved by both houses last 
fall, but in original form it included a 
provision allowing county boards to per- 
mit billboards through local zoning regu- 
lations. 


Under Volpe's threat to revoke $32 mil- 


lion in highway funds, Gov. Ogilvie ex- 
ercised his amendatory veto to eliminate 
the county option. Pacing a four-day 
deadline, to conform with federal stan- 
dards, the legislature was goaded into 
it's only action in the first week of the 
spring session.

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Way To School Finance Eyed 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) -House Re- 


publicans will try to create >a third state 
panel to study public school finance in 
I l l i n o i s , Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest, said Monday. 


Blake said Rep. Charles Clabaugh, 


R-Champaign, and other House Republi- 
can leaders, will sponsor a resolution to 
create a special legislative committee to 
investigate alternative ways of financing 
public schools in Illinois. 


Currently studying the school finance 


situation are commissions appointed by 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie and state Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction Michael 
J. B a kalis. 


"While it is entirely appropirate that 


groups outside the legislature study this 
problem and formulate solutions which 
they hope the General Assembly will 
adopt, no one should forget it is the Gen- 
eral Assembly — and only the General 
Assembly — which has the responsibility 
and power to enact any changes in the 
school financing system," Blair said. 


Courts in at least four states have 


ruled funding public schools primarily 
through local property taxes is uncon- 
stitutional because wealthier districts of- 
ten have better schools. 


Blair said Illinois' school finance sys- 


tem is similar to those in states where 
courts have acted and that "it seems to 
subsidize the rich at the expense of the 
poor.'* 


He said the committee would hold 


statewide hearings and would report its 
findings next February.

HIRSCH VALUE-SHOWER! 


As A Man And A Institution

William Fremd fa mor* than a mon In 


tfgh School DbL za His 4*year board 
letiur* is something of a legend, recorded 
on bronze in the William Fremti High 
School. The man has become an in- 
stitution. 


He's nn Lnsiltutlon not Just in brick and 


mortar terms but also as an Integral 
part of the district philosophy. For years 
he has trM to guide the district toward 
the balance of caution and innovation. 


FVemd has set a stylo of service and 


dedication, not only on the board but also 
in the Palatine community. Tha k«y lo 
his commitment is children* As a board 
member, foster parent and neighborhood 
youth director he set his sights on the 
younger generation, 


Fremd has also served as a human 


thread of continuity, A chat with this 
aged farmer is like a walk through a his< 
tory book. 


Last month. Fremd closed the txwh mi 


his own school district history to begin a 
new career, After spending years helping 
people prepare for life, lie is now helping 
them accept the end of life as an assist- 
ant in his soti-in-law's funeral home, 


tt wlli be difficult to forget the elderly 


getrttenum who became an almost per* 
manetit figure on I he school board, His 
Friends have tcasingly referred to him as 
the "board liberal." lie had seen too 
much to balk at change. His advice to 
new board members is "to keep ait open 
mind and have a willingness to grow 
with the system/' Personally he says he 
has always been witling to stand behind 
"anything that savors of improving the 
education system/1 


FREMD TAKES a practical middle 


road look at the education process He 
wants what is best for the kids, within 
reason, He wants improvement, as long 
as U id regulated, And he wants student 
freedom, as long as It is guided, 


With the magnetic attraction of the op* 


timlst, Fremd has returned dutifully to 
the school board, week after week, year 
after year. Undaunted by small defeats, 
he has h«ld fast white the district has 
grown fr&m rural infancy to urban ma- 
turity, 


The resources of this 7o year old are 


the generous nature common la the com* 
milled volunteer and a cracker barrel 
sense of humor, It's a dry, wise blend of 
humor that is most often directed at him- 
self- He has found the secret o/ endur- 
ance, 


Not one to railroad his Ideas through, 


Fremd prefers to stand In the hack- 
ground- "f could spend a tot of time aL 
the board meetings tooting the horn of 
experience/1 said Fremd. llBut I would 
rather give the new board members a 
chance. If something comes up that I 
know te a mistake, I'll speuk up/r 


Through the years. Fremd has shared 


his board duties with a succession of ;16 
members, He stands a Little In awe of 
some of these men. Turning the pages of 
his journal, he points to the name of an 
attorney* & company president, an atom* 
ic scientist, a banker, 


"We've come a long way since the 


board was composed of a couple of farm- 
ers and a dentist or/ a tradesman/7 said 


AND f HE board members' duties have 


changed along with the t|ualHicaLtons of 
the men who hold the position, When 


Fremd was first elected to the board he 
not only set policy, he also trimmed the 
trees, Interviewed the teachers and dis- 
ciplined the students, In contrast, Fremd 
says school board members today should 
only set policy. To do Ibis they are l*e*- 
peeled to be aware of construction man- 
agement, financial management, cost 
control, legal matters, .Insurance, trans- 
portation and long-range planning/' 


Fremd's first stint on the board started 


almost as an accident, Twenty-six years 
old and unmarried, he decided to attend 
a board election meeting In the spring of 
im "I was sitting in the back of the 
room minding my own business when 
someone nominated me for the board. 
The next thing I knew, I was elected/1 


Palatine and the surrounding suburbs 


were almost covered by dairy farms 
when Fremd first took his seat. He was a 
dairy farmer himself, He and his wife 
Edith still live in the old farm house near 
Rand and Dundee roads. Fremd refused 
to retire until illness forced him off the 
fields in 1066. 


Palatine Township High School was 14 


years old when Fremd Joined the board 
— a board that oversaw both the ele- 
mentary school and high school oper- 
ation. When the,high school was first es- 
tablished on the second floor ol the Joe 
Woods School it was the only secondary 
school between Woodstock and Jefferson 
Park, said Fremd. 


"Few people went to high school in 


those days," said Fremd, "You could 
plow a straight row without a high school 
education. Graduation from high school 
was what a college degree is today/' 


But Fremd west to high school — he 


liked it. He was kind of a bookworm, He 
says he used to "read everything I could 
lay my hands on, I found it so inter- 
esting. I'm still a nut on spelling/1 


When he graduated in 1920, Fremd 


says his only claim to fame was "editor- 
ship of the first yearbook the school ever 
had - the Palihi/ 
J 


"We didn't have any football games or 


extracurricular activities in those days/' 
said Fremd, "I always had to come 
straight home from school to do the farm 
chores/* 


"WE HAD TO wear suits with linen 


collars to school It was very formal. I 
wasn't tailed Bob, I was 'Mr/, and so 
was my teacher/1 said Fremd- But he 
doesn't advocate stringent dress codes. 
He favors "neat informal attire that's 
comfortable/' 


The thing that stands out most in 


Fremd's mind Is the memorization. He 
can stilt recite Edmund Burke's speech 
of reconciliation to the American co- 
lonies, "The teacher used to line us in 
front of the classroom and made us re- 
cite the presidents, capitals, the kings 
and queens. We had spelling bees too," 


Was it worth it? Fremd said he has 


never "had occasion to use any of that 
information, But the mental gymnastics 
were good, It made retention easier. 
Imagine a farm boy quoting Chaucer?1' 


As a school boy, Fremd never thought 


of challenging his teacher, He thinks the 
discussion they have in classrooms today 
is good, but sometimes, he says, they 
"get too Ear away from the old regu- 
lations. It is not doing the younger gener- 
ation any good to miss order and com- 
petition in school. They have to meet 
with the hard realities o* life after they 
graduate/' 


As Eor discipline, he thinks that belongs 


mainly in the .home, He says he can still 
remember "hearing a clack and a thump 
from the floor below as the principal 
worked someone ov«r with a meter 
stick/1 


All in all, Fremd thinks students are 


better off today, ° Sometimes it seems 
like all they have to do fa absorb their 
education through osmosis, * The text- 
books are so interestingly,written and 
the audio-visual equipment te wonderful. 
The books I used had very small type, 
few illustrations and the language was 
pretty high hat/' 


The simplicity of Fremd's one-room 


school house days slipped away in the 
mid '30s with the encroachment of the 
Cape Cod cottage, He said the farmer's 
were .concerned because their taxes went 
up, but "no one realized the long-range 
implications," 


AS PROPERTY VALUES rose in some 


areas it remained the same in others, 
creating a disparity between the dis- 
tricts' tax bases, "That was the hand- 
writing on the wall for district consoli- 
dation/' said Fremd. "On March 2, 1946 
we consolidated five of the rural districts 
with the Palatine Village School I was 
elected to the new Dist 15 hoard/' 


The next step in the district's urbaniza- 


tion was a $050,000 referendum for con- 
struction of a new school, But the board 
soon discovered the new school was not 
enough, and turned to the housing devel- 
opers for contributions of classrooms and 
sites. Most of the developers cooperated 
until the Illinois Supreme Court ruled 
such contributions illegal in the early 
'50s. 


Through all the years when district 


growth gained momentum like a rolling 
snowball, Frernd held to his optimism. 
"We couldn't waste much time resenting 
it, The problem was upon us so we had 
to deal with it." 


Looking back to the start of the urbani- 


zation, Fremd said his hardest job was 
keeping the district going with a budget 
of SI 40. "With the combination of a tax 
strike and a depression/' said Fremd, 
"we could only keep the district going 
with a bank loan and private contribu- 
tions." Fremd contributed $1,000, which 
he admitted was "strictly illegal, but no 
one asked questions during the Depres- 
sion/' 


Fremd said his greatest enjoyment 


was serving as a liaison between the ele- 
mentary school board and the high 
school board from 1937 to 1957, With a 
seat on both boards he was able to report 
back and forth, forming, he said, a 
"'quasi unit district/r 


Looking at Fremd's record, 29 years on 


an elementary school board and 35 years 
on a high school board, Dist, 211 Supt, 
Richard Kolze described him as "the 
most unselfish man I have ever met. He 
is outstanding in that he is for things — 
an example of has positive and progres- 
sive approach to life, If one per cent of 
us were as good as Bill Fremd, the world 
would be a far better place/' 


After listening to this tribute at his fi- 


nal board meeting last month, Fremd 
chuckled and said "it is not many people 
who get to hear their eulogy before they 
die/'

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Board To Challenge State Requirement 
2OOO GARMENTS! 


A state requirement calling for school 


board representation from unincorpo- 
rated areas will be challenged by High 
School Dist. 214. 


The Illinois School Code states "if 


more than IS per cent of the taxable 
property in any community high school 
district is located in unincorporated ter- 
ritory, at least one member of the board 
shall be a resident of unincorporated ter- 
ritory.*' 


In Dist. 214's case, 17.5 per cent of the 


district's taxable property was unin- 
corporated as of 1070. According to Rob- 
ert Weber, district superintendent of 
business, "the assessment figures for 
1971 and 1072 are not available. We had

Study 
Effect 


Of Discharges 
On Aqua Life 


The effects on aquatic life due to warm 


water discharges from power plants is 
under study by Argonne National Labo- 
ratory scientists. 


At the 15th Conference on Great Lakes 


Research held recently in Madison, 
Wis.. the scientists reported that ex- 
periments have shown that during the 
cold months warm water discharged into 
Lake Michigan will sink through the cool- 
er water and spread along the lake bot- 
tom. 


Concern has been expressed by the 


Lake Michigan Enforcement Conference 
Technical Committee on Thermal Dis- 
charges that this warmer water will dis- 
rupt aquatic life and cause a premature 
hatching of fish eggs. 


This "sinking plume phenomenon." as 


it is called, occurs as water cools to 39 
degrees and is denser than at any other 
temperature, and thus will sink. 


A series of temperature recorders 


were placed on the lake bottom to contin- 
uously monitor water temperatures dur- 
ing the March/April seasonal warm up. 


As long as the water temperature re- 


mains above 39 degrees there is no evi- 
dence that the bottom was affected by 
warm water discharges.

That question is at the heart of a con- 


irovarsy, now going on In legal and 
Journalistic circles, involving subpoenas 
to the press to provide information which 
could be essential or Instrumental in the 
proper admtafctralton of Justice. 


On their part, members <tf the press 


think that if the courts can command ac- 
cess to information that news media 
would not freely give, this can only have 
a "chilling effect" on freedom of the 
press, They maintain: Confidential 
sources of information would dry up, 
news reporters would be looked upon as 
investigators for the government and law 
enforcement agencies, and the press 
would find it impossible to ferret out 
wrong-doing in high places — or any 


place. 


On the other >han<Ut.is pointed out, the 


courts have an obligation to the public to 
seek out evidence which might prove or 
disprove allegations made In criminal 
and civil proceedings. In some cases, the 
only known source of this information 
may be verbal, pictorial, or printed in- 
formation, published or unpublished, ob- 
tained by the press.

ACCORDING TO THE ffiinois State 


Bar Association, until recently Illinois 
had no law protecting a reporter's con- 
fidential sources and the issue, if it ever 
came up in a court at all, never got as 
far as a ruling by a court of appeals, 


As of last September, however, Illinois 


does have a law which touches on the 
controversy, at toast as it applies to con- 
fidential informants, The law protects re- 
porters from capricious or irresponsible 
efforts to obtain disclosure of their con- 
fidential sources. At the same time, it 
any newsman employed by a newspaper, 
television or radio station or other news 
medium under the following conditions: 


(1) Secrecy is not required by either 


state or federal statute. 


(2) All other available sources of the 


same information have been exhausted. 


(3) Disclosure of the information is es- 


sential to the protection of the public In- 
terest involved. 


In the final analysis, both the courts 


and the press recognize that a reporter's 
determination to protect his sources, at 
any cost, may be the deckling factor. 
The Illinois law provides that bis refusal 
to cooperate "may be adjudged in con- 
tempt of court and punished accord- 
ingly,"

Are At Fault 


Aroi 
When You Need One 


"Play Ball!" 


We would Jike to hear that tradi- 


tional sound of spring echo through 
the sladia of the baseball world ten 
day, The longer it takes to settle 
this nonsensical walkout* the more 
serious the possible. results, 


If the strike continues it will soon 


reach a point at which the paying 
sports fan realizes the world con- 
tinues to turn even without base- 
ball, And he may not miss it. 


The blame for the absence of 


baseball so far this spring rests 
with the 


They appear to us to be nothing 


more than grown men playing a 
child's game and altering their 
personalities to match, These are 
the individuals who were the best 
in Little League, then local heroes 
in high school and college, 


They have been praised* pam- 


pered. puffed and panegyrized all 
their lives and they just do not 
know how to take '*no" for an an- 
swer, 


We feel they should learn, 


We have no sympathy for the 


players in this unreasonable strike. 
They have been unable to muster 
any significant support among the 
public because the facts 
are 


against them, 


The facts are: 
—Twenty-three 
major league 


ballplayers this year will be paid 
more than SIQD.OOO each, Others, 
mediocre athletes at best, are paid 
exorbitant, inflated salaries, 


-=The players have realized a 25 


per cent hike in salaries over the 
past three seasons. 


—The pension plan itself, from 


1967 to 1%D, was raised 20 per cent, 
Now the players want to raise it 
another 17 per cent, 


— The pension as it now stands 
just may be the most highly benefi- 
cial plan in the world, 


Marvin Miller executive direc- 


tor of the Major League Baseball 
Players Assn., has cried, "Money 
is not the issue, The owners are 
trying to break the association," 


We cannot buy that. The owners 


did not lock the players out to 
break the association, The issue IS 


money. If it were not, the players 
would be playing, 


The players speak righteously of 


desiring only what belongs to them 
and of assuring themselves of a liv- 
ing wage when they can no longer 
"hit the long ball/' 


But when do they demonstrate 


any concern for the major leaguer 
of a few years ago, the one who 
helped set up the association and 
the pension in the first place? 
When do they become concerned 
about the paltry pension he draws? 


When do the idols <rf American 


youth insist on some plan for their 
minor league counterparts? Minor 
league players have no pension 
plan. Nor do they haul down inflat- 
ed salaries, 


It seems the more the players 


get the more they want They 
want a pension for a career which 
often is not a career. They want to 
be guaranteed a lifetime of wealth 
because they were good enough to 
play in the majors for a few years. 


And like the spoiled brat we alt 


once knew who lived down the 
street, because they didn't get 
their own way they picked up their 
bats and balls and went home. 


In our youth, however, that dis- 


play of selfishness only hurt the 
other players, In the big time, it 
hurts the fan and the game Itself, 


Traditionally, baseball has been a 


diversion from the harsh realities 
of life. Now the folk heroes of our 
spring and summer have Sorted on 
the public a labor-management 
struggle straight out of economics 
class. 


Let's get this thing settled- 
Let the world see still another 


inept flailing of a presidential arm 
and hear the satisfying "thwop" of 
that first pitch landing in the 
catcher's mitt, 


Let us hear the organist play, 


"Take me out to the ball game,1' 
Let us drink a foamy beer out of a 
paper cup, drop peanut shells in 
our laps and shout at the um- 
pire through a spindled program. 


As Bill Veeck said recently, 


"Open the gates, boil the hot dogs, 
manicure the field, but for God's 
sake, Play Ball!"

The players should remember they are

The players have completely ignored 


the wishes of the man in the street on 
this matter, who, after all, pays the en- 
tire bill for owners and players alike. I 
quote the public-spirited Ferguson Jen- 
kins of the Cubs: "I don't care about the 
man in the street, I only care for my 
future." 


I daresay that is a rather irresponsible 


and self-centered statement from 
a 


young man who happens to be gifted 
enought to command a $100,000 salary, 
albeit he is worth the money, 


It may serve the players well to under- 


stand that they risk very little in this 
entire venture while the owner quite of- 


ten risks his entire fortune in this game, 
By comparison they do not risk them- 
selves to the extent that the owners do, 
they simply reap the profits and benefits 
that have come to them from the ground- 
work that was laid by their predecessors. 


It is my opinion that they demonstrat- 


ed themselves as self-centered people 
who have an overinflated opinion o£ their 
total worth to society. They do provide 
entertainment for society (that is their 
"redeeming social value"), but is it nec- 
essary to pay a man 136,000 a year for 
entertainment, while so many ttoclors, 
teachers, social workers and countless 
other public servants work every day of 
the year for the improvement of the hu- 
man condition, at a much lower rate of 
compensation?

The bill would cost the jobs of thou- 


sands of American workers and cause a 
worldwide depression, according to M 
P 
Venema, chairman of the Des 


Flames-based Universal Oil Products Co 
(UOP) 
Venema, chairman of tbe Na- 


tional Association of 
Manufacturers, 


made this prediction at last week's meetw 
ing of the Executives Club of Chicago , 


Venema characterized the bill as "an 


horrendous piece of legislation which 
would establish yet another super-gov- 
etnment agency to tell industry how 
much tt may invest overseas — as well 
as where and when " He refeired to the 
BmkeHartke bill (5-2592 and HR 10914) 
which would set import quotas based on 
the 1965 to im period for all imports not 
presently included in a quota system 
The bill would prohibit the import of 
items not imported during the 19G5-fi& pe- 
riod 


The protectionist measure was spon- 


sored by Rep James Burke, D-Mass , 
and Sen Vance Hartke, D-Ind It would 
add tax restrictions for U S companies 
with foreign operations, repeal the for- 
eign investment tax credit and the ex- 
clusion of foreign-earned wages for tax- 
ing purposes 


It is supported by the AFL-CIQ and la- 


bor leaders who qlaini that multinational 
companies are exporting the jobs and 
technology which rightfully belong m this 
country 


VENEMA STRONGLY criticized or 


garozftd labor leaders * or tyelr support oE 
the Burke-Hartke bill, adding that union 
leaders already have plowed more than 
$2 5 million into "a soaj> opera appeal for 
support >' He predicted ,that the passage 
of the measure would set off an inter- 
national trade war in which the victims 
would be American workers 


"Labor's emotional attack on the mul- 


tmational corporation is diverting public 
attention 'from the centra] issue at stake 
— America's decline1 m productivity/' he 
continued "The simple fact is that the 
United States ranks la^t fli productivity 
gains in the list of the 20 major industrial 
nations Coupled with this, union leaders 
continue to extract huge wage settle* 
merits, far in excess of gams m produc- 


tivity This has been a major cause of 
our inflationary ills and the awkward 
competitive position in which we find

Venema urged support in Congress for 


various bills which would curb the power 
of the National Labor Relations Board, 
bring organized labor under the same an 
titnist restraints that apply to industry 
remove strikers from public assistance 
programs, outlaw secondary 
boycotts 


and prohibit the use of union dues to fi- 
nance political campaigns 


International trade expert John W 


Gibson also believes that the Burke 
Hartke measure would adversely affect 
American workers 
* Most foreign coun 


tries provide incentives and do more to 
promote foreign trade than we do here in 
the US," said Gibson, international

CAN SCIENCE develop a pltl which

"No," said Dr. Alvin Beck*r, director 


or psychiatry at Boston State Hospital, 
"Just Like there will never be n pill 
which would prevent alt physical Illness 
— there wilt never be a preventive pill 
for oil emotional disorders," 


But Dr, Becker does think that pre* 


vetttion of mental illness is not only pos- 
sible but important ond Ukcly, "We rton'L 
know the causes for mental illttes:), but 
there are certain features in our society, 


the way we live and ID our family lives 
that do have something to do with the 
promotion of maladaptlve behavior and 
the development of mental illness, 


"We have some very definite kinds of 


notions of people who are high risks, he 
continued, "We know of various life 
crises that cause people pain and may 
lead to mental illness. One example is 
that we know widows have a much high- 
er rate of mental and physical illness, 
depression and suicide within the first 
two years after bereavement than do a 
control group of women the same age.'* 


He has developed a program in Boston 


which has successfully trained women to 
go through the bereaving time and they 
then in turn, reach out to other widows 
and help them in various ways through

Although this type of prevention has 


been readily accepted, there are other 
kinds of prevention which are more con- 
troversial, 


"5TUPIES HAVE PROVEN, for ex- 


ample, that the lower social and econom- 
ic class has a much higher incidence of 
psychiatric illness, psychosis and hospi* 
taxation. This whole relationship of po* 
verty, racism, poor housing, poor jobs 
and education and mental illness is so 
controversial it's hard to establish pre- 
vention programs. Also, we don't realty 
know what exactly in the circumstances 
of the poor person, is the factor causing 
his illness. But we do know that pre* 
vention is most important here for alle- 
viating the problem." 


According to Dr. Becker, there are 


also certain periods in many people's 
lives during which they are more apt to 
develop emotional disorders. "The grad- 
uating college student is one," he said, 
"since the pressures are so strong. And 
the woman going through menopause, 
the man about ready to retire from his 
job and the child in the first or second 
grade of school who is not doing well — 
these are all high risk periods. 


"I think the best place to start primary 


prevention for mental illness," Dr. Beck- 
er said, "is in the highest risk groups: 
the children in pre-school and early 
school years — so we get to them before 
they get into difficulty and in the seven 
to 15 per cent of the population who are 


considered poor since they, too, are like* 
fy to develop emotional illness. 


"My own feeling," he added, "is that 


we will never be able to have enough 
professional people to handle all the 
mental illness there is until we get to the 
business <?f creating or trying to promote 
health. There should be a blending of hu- 
man service agencies which address 
themselves to the problems of the human 
population and these agencies should 
work together to stop problems before 
they start

ZPG Brings 
To The Suburbs 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


In the iate '60s a tall, slender, studious 


looking man began popping up on late- 
night TV talk shows. To some his words 
were humbug — scare tactics, but to oth- 
ers he forecast a serious problem threat- 
ening the United States and the world. 


Paul R. Ehrlich, a specialist in popu- 


lation biology and author of the bestsel- 
ler "Population Bomb/1 didn't mince 
words. The problem: too many babies 
being born and too few people dying. The 
facts supporting his conclusion, he said, 
are appallingly simple. 


Ehrlich and two others, Richard Bow- 


ers and Lincoln Day. created an organi- 
zation with one purpose, one goal: to 
stop the population explosion in the 
United States^ Zero Population Growth 
was formed in the fall of 106S with head- 
quarters in California. 


Thirty thousand Americans have joined 


the population fight to date. One hundred 
of them live in the northwest suburbs 
and meet monthly at Lauterberg and 
Oehier Funeral 
Home in Arlington 


Heights, 


NORTHWEST SUBURBAN Chapter of 


ZPG formed in late 1969 with a smalt 
group of citizens. The chapter, like the 
nationwide organization, remained small 
until Ehrlieh's theory became widely 
known through the news media in 1970. 
Membership rose and continues to rise 
as believers join to take action against 
what they believe is the nation's No. 1 
problem. 


( Joan( Brosselt. Elk Grove Village, 
joined in 10T1 because she was looking 
for an organization that had more mean- 
ing than just a social club. 


"I had had thoughts about crowding 


and pollution, but it was nothing defi- 
nite/' said the attractive, blond home- 
maker. "I read that Don Shaw (The Rev. 
Don Shaw, now director of Midwest Pop- 
ulation Center, a vasectomy clinic in Chi- 
cagoo was going to speak at a ZPG fo- 
rurn. I saw the name of a friend in the 
article, and since I wanted to see him. I 
called her." 


ZPG WAS WORKING for legalization 


of abortion, education in population prob- 
lems and legislation — all of which inter- 
ested Joan. She joined, became a very 
active member and will soon begin her 
term as president, 


"The aim of our chapter is to educate 


the people in our area as to what the 
problem is. We believe they should be 
concerned and do something about it," 
Joan, said. 


"The growth of the population is now 


so rapid that the multitude of humans is 
doubling every 35 years/' Ehrlich has 
written. 


The result will not only be a more 


crowded world but one plagued with 
massive famine, widespread disease and 
possibly thermonuclear war, he believes. 


"WE ARE FACED by a most ele- 


mentary choice," he continues. "Either 
we find a way to bring the birth rate 
down or the death rate will soon go back 
up. Make no mistake about it — mankind 
has not freed itself from the tyranny of 
arithmetic." 


"ZPG members are mainly pure 


white, middle classers," Joan said. "One 
point we try to put across is that this 
group is the main population problem 
group in the United States. We are the 
group having three or four kids apiece, 
and we represent 80 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 


"Six per cent of the world population 


lives in the United States," Joan contin- 
ued. "But that six per cent consumes 
more than 40 per cent of the world's non- 
renewable, mined resources. The impact 
of one U. S. birth on the world is so 
much greater than say in India. The 
American child uses up so much more in 
his lifetime." 


JOAN CARRIES her message to any- 


one.who will listen. 


She and other members of the North- 


west Suburban Chapter are knowl- 
edgeable enough about the population 
problem to go out as guest speakers to 
other clubs and organizations in the 
area. 


"The issue of population is not popu-. 


lar." Joan said, "particularly when you 
start talking about having no more than 
two children. No matter how carefully or 
intelligently it is put, people resent it. We 
are not against children — population, 
some feel, is a personal thing — but once 
a child is born it is not private any- 
more." 


Pollution is a more acceptable topic, 


she added, and ZPG members feel popu- 
lation and pollution go hand in hand. 


"SOME PEOPLE ARE informed about 


what the problem is, but they don't 
care," Joan said with an air of frustra- 
tion. "They insist having a child is their 
own affair." 


Educating is only one of the chapter's 


activities. Dues contribute to the support 
of four full-time lobbyists who work in 
Washington, D. C,, for specific legisla- 
tion. The chapter receives newsletters 
from the lobbyists informing members 
about current bills, whom to write and 
when to vote. A population stabilization 
bill, now before a Senate committee, that 
asks for a stabilization of population is 
their immediate concern. 


ZPG actively supports political candi- 


dates with platforms favorable to its 
point of view. The group endorsed Cali- 
fornia Representative Paul McCloskey's 
bid for the Presidential nomination. 


Since he dropped from the race, mem- 


bers are turning their attention to local 
candidates. 


THE NATIONAL organization is cur- 


rently involved in a suit against Para- 
mount Pictures since its release of the 
m o v i e "ZPG — Zero Population 
Growth," a film dealing with mandatory 
population control. 


"It's a terrible film," Joan said. "More 


important it has no relationship or con- 
nection with our organization. We are not 
in favor of governmental controls of pop- 
ulation and believe this film can be very 
destructive to our group." 


As well as participating in as many 


national projects and concerns as they 
are able, local chapter members take ac- 
tion of their own. Part of their work is 
aimed at raising money, a simple neces- 
sity. 


They are sponsoring a "Mother of the 


Year" contest this year and plan to se- 
lect the "Environmental Family of the 


. Year" next year. 


MEMBERS ARE encouraged to write 


letters to newspapers, congressmen and 
advertisers whenever the need arises to 
defend their population stance, support a 
piece of legislation or protest the glorifi- 
cation of a large family. 


One of their local projects proved un- 


successful. Members attempted to con- 
tact all obstetricians, gynecologists, pe- 
diatricians and urologists in Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove, Mount Prospect and 
Rolling Meadows asking that they put 
ZPG literature in their offices. No one 
answered their inquiry and during sub- 
sequent phone calls to these physicians, 
not one would accept the literature — 
even those who agreed wifch the organiza- 
tion. 


This fall Dr. Lonny Myers of Midwest 


Population Center will be the keynote 
speaker at a public program sponsored 
in Chicago by ZPG. Programs of this 
type have, in the past, attracted new 
members and public interest. 


"I THINK ZPG has had a definite ef- 


fect on all of the country," Joan said. 
"But we have to be very careful regard-

Movies might be the best, 
or at least the quietest, entertainment for 
that children's birthday party this week- 
end. And just as soon as that's over you 
simply must make plans for this year's 
family vacation. Now, where can you get 
all this together? 


The answers to all these problems — 


and many more -^ are as near as your 
library. If you haven't visited your local 
public library lately, you're missing out 
on today's biggest bargain: your library 
card. Drop in during National Library 
Week, April 16-22. You may be pleasantly 
surprised! While details vary, here are 
some of the help and services you're 
likely to find and appreciate. 


BOOKS. OF course, are the first thing 


you expect to find in a library. But did 
you realize that, even if there are just a 
few thousand volumes on the shelves, 
your library has access to millions of 
others? Most libraries belong to some 
kind of cooperative library system. 
Chances are your librarian can get you 
just about any book you want, if you can 
give her just a little time to fill your 
special request. Most libraries, too, offer 
books in extra-large print for those of us 
with vision problems. 


Magazines and newspapers offer anoth- 


er considerable boon to your budget. You 
can check out current magazines, but 
you'll probably have to read the news- 
papers there. However, you'll usually 
find a wide choice: from out-of-town and 
big-city papers to financial dailies and 
foreign newspapers. 


REFERENCE MATERIALS cover just 


about everything you always wanted to 
know about just about anything! Since no 
single column can begin to list all the 
resources available, either right there or 
by telephone and teletype, you'll have to 
prove for yourself that your local librar- 
ian can help you with anything from how 
to take out a spot to how to find the per- 
fect vacation spot. I, for one, am espe- 


cially awed by the various directories, 
which supply names and addresses for 
everybody from corporation officials to 
directors of scholarship funds. 


Non-book items include an amazing va- 


riety. You can probably borrow a picture 
to try for a few weeks. In some places, 
I've read, you can even check out toys 
and take them home. Most libraries offer 
films, not to mention records, tapes and 
cassettes. Some libraries also offer ex- 
tensive collections of music and scores. 


Children are preferred customers ev- 


erywhere. Just about every library has a 
special children's section, plus a host of 
craft ideas, displays, summer reading 
clubs, story hours, film programs, con- 
tests and other special events designed to 
encourage the youngsters to read. 


COPYING MACHINES are a welcome 


addition to library services. If you 
haven't used them yet, discover now how 
easy it is to feed in a dime and get back 
a page of highly complicated knitting in- 


structions or whatever. Our local library I 
doesn't have one yet, but at least one; 
California library recently tested a coin- 
operated computer as an extra service 
for students and businessmen. (Two and- 
a half minutes of problem-solving time 
cost a quarter, according to the news re-! 
lease.)

Computers and copiers are about the1 


only library services that involve a fee. 
Perhaps the greatest service of all, a 
warm welcome and friendly, personal-^ 
ized help, costs you nothing at all. Many; 
libraries also offer meeting rooms for; 
civic groups, not to mention such extras; 
as special exhibits and free film pro-- 
grams.

manage to keep their balance on the 
slightly tilted floor of the kitchen section. 
Lighting by Marshal] Kievet is good, as 
usual. 


Despite its shortcomings, this play is

Dear Dr. Lamb — Please give me as 


much information as possible about pol- 
ycystic kidney disease. Is there a diet 
that might possibly arrest the progress 
of the disease? Since high blood pressure 
and slight anemia have accompanied, or 
even been occasioned by, polycystic dis- 
ease, is it alarming to have the pressure 
high and then down to 190, perhaps with- 
in minutes? 


At what point in the progress of the 


disease must a transplant be advised? 
Can the disease be fatal in the age years 
around 57 and 60? My physician assumes 
that 1 have all these answers, but I don't 
have, so please help me out, 


D«ar Reader — Polycystic kidney dis» 


ease originates with birth. Sometimes it 
is first noted in children. In other cases, 
it is first noted in adult life, as late as 50 
years of age. Sometimes it is not diag- 
nosed until after death or is found acci- 
dentally on X ray examinations. 


The disease is a progressive dilation of 


the little tubules in the kidney that coU 
lect urine and drain to the outlet oE the 
kidney to the urinary system. Because 


these tubules become partially blocked 
and the kidney keeps on forming urine, 
the blocked tubules become cysts. Thus, 
the kidneys enlarge and become large, 
cystk masses, Sometimes painless bleed- 
ing occurs. 


Because of the kidney involvement, 


high blood pressure may also develop. 
Blood pressure can fluctuate a great 
deal, so many readings are necessary to 
determine if high'blood pressure is pre- 
sent or not. 


It is impossible to say how rapidly the 


problem will progress in any individual, 
Some people live with this problem for 
years without difficulties. Others have a 
more rapid deterioration of kidney func- 
tion. 


Medicines are used to help control the 


b l o o d pressure and prevent com- 
plications, but, as kidney failure devel- 
ops, the use of an artificial kidney, at 
least intermittently, is sometimes needed 
and eventually, if kidney function gets 


had enough, a kidney transplant should 
he considered. 


If the kidney's are able to clear the 


waste products from the body's metabol- 
ism and function reasonably well, then, 
of course, it is usually premature to use 
either the artificial kidney or transplant. 
So, your doctor will have to determine 
this on the basis of chemical tests and 
your general physical condition. But he 
does have means of determining how 
well your kidneys are functioning. 


The availability of these forms of treat- 


ment is an example of some of the prog- 
ress that has been made in medicine, It 
has only been, a few short years ago that 
neither the artificial kidney nor kidney 
transplants could be considered and, 
when the kidneys of an individual with 
this problem deteriorated to the point 
where they could no longer function, 
there really wasn't anything that couW 
be offered. Now, in many instances, 
there is.

How to provide help for preschool chil- 


dren with learning disabilities is a ques- 
tion Sehaumburg Township Dist. 54 
school officials must answer by June l. 


A recent state mandate forces school 


districts to provide help for preschool 
children 3 to S years old who are sus- 
pected of having special learning dis- 
abilities. 


While the state set a June 1 date for 


the start of this service, no guidelines for 
the service, method of finding these stu- 
dents or system of funding the program 
has been established. 


JEANNE MCCARTHY, director of diag- 


nostic services in Dlst. 54, said a group 
of about 25 classroom teachers, parents, 
administrators 
and special 
education 


people have been meeting in committee 
for several months. 


"The committee, under the chairman- 


ship of Mildred McClure. director of spe- 
cial services, has done its work and we 
should be ready to report to the school 
board shortly," said Mrs. McCarthy. 


"However, the report will be in- 


complete.sinee we are not yet sure if we 
can begin in July. It is also impossible to 
plan without knowing how much if any 
money wili be earmarked for the pro- 
gram, or how many children we must 
serve." she said. 


Supt. wayne Schaible believes legisla- 


tors wili be asked for an extension of the 
July i deadline, and for more specific 
information on what the state mandate 
really says. 


Schaibie said the present legislation 


doesn't spell out whether the

Board Votes 
To Spend Extra 
For Recycling 


The board of education of Elk Grove 


Township Dlst. 59 voted 5-2 Monday to 
spend an extra $572.48 on Instruction sup- 
plies in order to buy recycled paper. 


The board agreed to buy the supplies 


for $13,476.87 in order to get recycled 
drawing and writing paper, folders, 
cards, newsprint and wrapping paper. 
All unreeyeled paper would have cost 
$14,903.39. 


The action came immediately after the 


board defeated by 4-3 a move to table the 
whole question until the next meeting. 
Board member Gerald Smiley had com- 
plained he did not have enough time to 
examine the bids to make a decision. 
Board members Sharrie Hildebrandt, Al- 
len Sparks. Albert Domanico and Erwin 
Poktacki voted not to table the proposal. 


On Poklacki's motion to buy the re- 


cycled papers, Sparks and Smiley voted 
no, Poklacki has been urging the board 
to buy recycled paper wherever econom- 
ically possible.

should give youngsters extra help within 
the school or help parents help their chil- 
dren within the home. 


THE DISTRICT presently provides ex- 


tra help for approximately 25 children 
under 5 who have hearing, sight or physi- 
cal handicaps. The new legislation, how- 
ever, is aimed at that preschool child 
who shows evidence of a learning dis- 
ability, speech and language problem, 
emotional disability or social malad- 
justment, and at the trainable mentally 
handicapped. 


Mrs. McCarthy said Dist. 54 is anxious 


to give this extra help. "The earlier chil- 
dren with problems reach help the easier 
it is for them to catch up," she said. 


Although Dist. 54 keeps no records of 


extra help those on the special services 
staff now offer to children under 5, it is 
known that several parents and young- 
sters are receiving help after school 
hours both in schools and at home. 


Schaible said no one who comes to the 


district for help is turned away, but ex- 
plained that staff members must some- 
how find the time to help after 'their 
regular duties. "It's more a help your 
fellow man effort than any structured 
program," he added. 


Mrs, McCarthy said the steering com- 


mittee is now grouping into subcom- 
mittees with its main philosophy that ev- 
ery child is capable of learning, 


"At 3 some special children have spe- 


cial needs, perhaps an enriched environ- 
ment or special help. Our job is not to 
label children at 3 or to test them for 
performance," said Mrs. McCarthy. 


SHE SAID THE program will depend 


on active parental participation, teaching 
rather than testing and the provision of 
activators of learning rather than teach- 
ers. Mrs. McCarthy said depending on 
funding the procgram could use volun- 
teers and aids. 


The help program for the preschooler 


will be a true cooperative school, home 
and community effort, she said. 


"We know what we have to do to help 


these children and now it's up to the 
state to tell us what plans they have for 
helping pay for the program," she 
added. 


S t a t e R e p . Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, made no secret of 
what she planned to do as the legislature 
convened this week, 


"When the state mandates a particular 


action they have the obligation to fund 
it," said Mrs, Chapman, 


Mrs, Chapman said she did not think 


the state would consider 100 per cent 
funding but should do what is fair and 
lawful. 


"I will support the appropriation bills 


and try to amend them if attempts are 
made to cut them severely," Mrs. Chap- 
man said. 


"HOWEVER, realism too enters into 


the issue. This is a political year and the 
message voters make loud and clear is 
cut costs," said Mrs, Chapman. 


"Somehow we must do that and still do 


what we know is necessary to help those 
youngsters who need this program," said 
Mrs. Chapman. 


She noted that when the original bill 


mandating special education for edu- 
cable mentally handicapped 
children 


first was approved it received an exterc 
tion grant so school districts could figure 
out how to implement it and the funding 
was established. 


Hopefully this too will happen with this 


bill, she said.

If the policy is altered, word is expected 
to reach the Glenview commander by the 
next drill in May.

Several reservists, who attended their 


monthly drill last weekend, said they felt 
the enforcement of the short hair policy 
was less stringent than at previous as- 
semblies. 


However, Col. William R. Smith said 


there has been "no change in policy." If 
any change in policy is adopted, it must 
come from the Marine commandant, he 
added.

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William Fremd Stands Tail- 
As A Man And A Institution

William Fremd Is more than a man in 


High School Dist. 211. His 44-year board 
tenure is something of a legend, recorded 
on bronze in (he William Fremd High 
School. The man has become an In- 
stitution. 


He's an institution not just In brick and 


mortar terms but also as an integral 
part of the district philosophy. For years 
he has tried to guide the district toward 
the balance of caution and innovation, 


Fremd has set a style of service and 


dedication, not only on the board but also 
in the Palatine community. The key to 
his commitment is children. As a board 
member, foster parent and neighborhood 
youth director, he set his sights on the 
younger generation. 


Fremd has also served as a human 


thread of continuity. A chat with this 
aged farmer is like a walk through a his- 
tory book. 


Last month. Fremd closed the b/>nk on 


his own school district history to begin a 
new career. After spending years helpivig 
people prepare for life, he is now helping 
them accept the end of life as an assist- 
ant in his son-in-law's funeral home. 


It will be difficult to forget the elderly 


gentleman who became an almost per- 
manent figure on the school board. His 
friends have teasingly referred to him as 
the "board liberal." He had seen too 
much to balk at change. His advice to 
new board members is "to keep an open 
mind and have a willingness to grow 
with the system." Personally he says he 
has always been willing to stand behind 
"anything that savors of improving the 
education system." 


FREMD TAKES a practical middle 


road look at the education process. He 
wants what is best for the kids, within 
reason. He wants improvement, as long 
as it is regulated. And he wants student 
freedom, as long as it is guided. 


With Ehe magnetic attraction of the op- 


timist. Fremd has returned dutifully to 
the school board, week after week, year 
after year. Undaunted by small defeats, 
he has held fast white the district has 
grown from rural infancy to urban ma- 
turity. 


The resources of this ?o year old are 


the generous nature common to the com- 
mitted volunteer and a cracker barrel 
sense of humor. It's a dry. wise blend of 
humor that is most often directed at him- 
self. He has found the secret of endur- 
ance. 


Not one to railroad his ideas through, 


Fremd prefers to stand in the back- 
ground. "I could spend a lot of time at 
the board meetings tooting the horn of 
experience," said Fremd. "But 1 would 
rather give the new board members a 
chance. If something comes up that I 
know is a mistake, I'll speak up." 


Through the years, Fremd has shared 


his board duties with a succession of ;"6 
members. He stands a little in awe of 
some of these men. Turning the pages of 
his journal, he points to the name of an 
attorney, a company president, an atom- 
ic scientist, a banker, 


"We've eome a long way since the 


board was composed of a couple of farm- 
ers and a dentist or a tradesman," said 
Fremd. 


AND THE board members' duties have 


changed along with the qualifications of 
the men who hold the position. When 


Fremd was first elected to the board he • 
not only set policy, he also trimmed the 
trees, interviewed the teachers and dis- 
ciplined the students. In contrast, Fremd 
says school board members today should 
only set policy. To do this they are "ex- 
pected to be aware of construction man- 
agement, financial management, cost 
control, legal matters, .insurance, trans- 
portation and long-range planning." 


Fremd's first stint on the board started 


almost as an accident. Twenty-six years 
old and unmarried, he decided to attend 
a board election meeting in the spring of 
1928. "I was sitting in the back of the 
room minding my own business when 
someone nominated me for the board. 
The next thing I knew, I was elected." 


Palatine and the surrounding suburbs 


were almost covered by dairy farms 
when Fremd first took his seat. He was a 
dairy farmer himself. He and his wife 
Edith still live in the old farm house near 
Rand and Dundee roads. Fremd refused 
to retire until illness forced him off the 
fields in 1966. 


Palatine Township High School was 14 


years old when Fremd joined the board 
— a board that oversaw both the ele- 
mentary school and high school oper- 
ation. When the.high school was first es- 
tablished on the second floor of the Joe 
Woods School it was the only secondary 
school between Woodstock and Jefferson 
Park, said Fremd. 


"Few people went to high school in 


those days," said Fremd. "You could 
plow a straight row without a high school 
education. Graduation from high school 
was what a college degree is today." 


But Fremd west to high school — he 


liked it. He was kind of a bookworm. He 
says he used to "read everything I could 
lay my hands on. I found it so inter- 
esting. I'm still a nut on spelling." 


When he graduated in 1920, Fremd 


says his only claim to fame was "editor- 
ship of the first yearbook the school ever 
had-thePalihi." 


"We didn't have any football games or 


extracurricular activities in those days," 
said Fremd. "I always had to come 
straight home from school to do the farm 
chores." 


"WE HAD TO wear suits with linen 


collars to school. It was very formal. I 
wasn't called Bob. I was 'Mr.', and so 
was my teacher," said Fremd. But he 
doesn't advocate stringent dress codes. 
He favors "neat informal attire that's 
comfortable." 


The thing that stands out most in 


Fremd's mind is the memorization. He 
can still recite Edmund Burke's speech 
of reconciliation to the American co- 
lonies. "The teacher used to line us in 
front of the classroom and made us re- 
cite the presidents, capitals, the kings 
and queens. We had spelling bees too." 


Was it worth it? Fremd said he has 


never "had occasion to use any of that 
information. But the mental gymnastics 
were good. It made retention easier. 
Imagine a farm boy quoting Chaucer?" 


As a school boy, Fremd never thought 


of challenging his teacher. He thinks the 
discussion they have in classrooms today 
is good, but sometimes, he says, they 
"get too far away from the old regu- 
lations. It is not doing the younger gener- 
ation any good to miss order and com- 
petition in school. They have to meet 
with the hard realities of life after they 
graduate." 


As for discipline, he thinks that belongs 


mainly in the home. He says he can still 
remember "hearing a clack and a thump 
from the floor below as the principal 
worked someone over with a meter 
stick."

All in all, Fremd thinks students are 


better off today. "Sometimes it seems 
like all they have to do is absorb their 
education through osmosis.' The text- 
books are so interestingly v written and 
the audio-visual equipment is wonderful. 
The books I used had very small type, 
few illustrations and the language was 
pretty high hat." 


The simplicity of Fremd's one-room 


school house days slipped away in the 
mid '30s with the encroachment of the 
Cape Cod cottage. He said the farmer's 
were .concerned because their taxes went 
up, but "no one realized the long-range 
implications." 


AS PROPERTY VALUES rose in some 


areas it remained the same in others, 
creating a disparity between the dis- 
tricts' tax bases. "That was the hand- 
writing on the wall for district consoli- 
dation," said Fremd. "On March 2, 1946 
we consolidated five of the rural districts 
with the Palatine Village School. I was 
elected to the new Dist. 15 board." 


The next step in the district's urbaniza- 


tion was a $650,000 Referendum for con- 
struction of a new school. But the board 
soon discovered the new school was not 
enough, and turned to the housing devel- 
opers for contributions of classrooms and 
sites. Most of the developers cooperated 
until the Illinois Supreme Court ruled 
such contributions illegal in the early 
'50s. 


Through all the years when district 


growth gained momentum like a rolling 
snowball, Fremd held to his optimism. 
"We couldn't waste much time resenting 
it. The problem was upon us so we had 
to deal with it." 


Looking back to the start of the urbani- 


zation, Fremd said his hardest job was 
keeping the district going with a budget 
of $1.40. "With the combination of a tax 
strike and a depression," said Fremd, 
"we could only keep the district going 
with a bank loan and private contribu- 
tions." Fremd contributed $1,000, which 
he admitted was "strictly illegal, but no 
one asked questions during the Depres- 
sion." 


Fremd said his greatest enjoyment 


was serving as a liaison between the ele- 
mentary school board and the 
high 


school board from 1937 to 1957. With a 
seat on both boards he was able to report 
back and forth, forming, he said, a 
"quasi unit'district." 


Looking at Fremd's record, 29 years on 


an elementary school board and 35 years 
on a high school board, Dist. 211 Supt. 
Richard Kolze described him as "the 
most unselfish man I have ever met. He 
is outstanding in that he is for things — 
an example of his positive and progres- 
sive approach to life. If one per cent of 
us were as good as Bill Fremd, the world 
would be a far better place." 


After listening to this tribute at his fi- 


nal board meeting last month, Fremd 
chuckled and said "it is not many people 
who get to hear their eulogy before they 
die."

NEW YORK - The reaction a person

Should Paper's Sources Be Private? 


How far should a court be able to go in 


lla efforts to obtain information that la 
known only to be in the files of a news- 
paper or other news medium? 


That question is at the heart of a con- 


troversy, now going on in legal and 
Journalistic circles, involving subpoenas 
to the press to provide information which 
could be essential or instrumental in the 
proper administration of justice. 


On their part, members of the press 


think that if the courts can command ac- 
cess to information that news media 
would not freely give, this can only have 
a "chilling effect" on freedom of the 
press. They maintain: Confidential 
sources of information would dry up, 
news reporters would be looked upon as 
investigators for the government and law 
enforcement agencies, and the press 
would find it impossible to ferret out 
wrong-doing in high places — or any 


place. 


On the other 'hand, it is pointed out, the 


courts have an obligation to the public to 
seek .out evidence which might prove or 
disprove allegations made in criminal 
and civil proceedings. In some cases, the 
only known source of this information 
may be verbal, pictorial, or printed in- 
formation, published or unpublished, ob- 
tained by the press. Under such circum- 
stances, it is asked, should the press 


Who's Really To Blame ForFood Prices? 


by LEA TONKIN 


An array of experts is tossing around 


the responsibility for food prices like a 
hot potato. But whether it lands in the 
lap of the farmer, the retailer, the con- 
sumer or the middleman, at least some- 
one is clamping down on those unruly 
price hikes reflected in a higher bill rung 
up at the checkout counter. 


Labor Sec. James Hodgson, for ex- 


ample, 
credits the Nixon Adminis- 


tration's initiative and public pressure 
brought to bear on retailers for the tem- 
porary Mi in food price fluctuations. 
"The retailers are committed now to 
bringing prices down, and it is up to 
them to produce on their commitment," 
be said. 


Hodgson referred to the recent "jaw- 


boning session" called in Washington by 
Treasury Sec. John B. Connally. Repre- 
sentatives of 12 major food chains were 
summoned for this session, Connally, as 
chairman of the Cost of Living Council, 
suggested that retailers realign their 
beef prices, which rose substantially in 
recent months. 


SUPERMARKET food prices should 


come down In April, agrees Herbert 
Stein, chairman of President Nixon's 
Council of Economic Advisors. April re- 
tail prices will not be reported until late 
in May, however. 


The Wholesale Price Index for March, 


registering an increase of only .1 per 
cent, indicates that a slowdown in food 
prices already was under way before the 
pressure was put on food store chains. 
Wholesale food prices in the survey de- 
clined for the first time since Septem- 
ber. 1971. indicating a .3 per cent drop in 
prices for farm products and processed 
foods. 


Although Nixon had singled out "mid- 


dlemen" as the chief culprits In rising 
food costs, Price Commission chairman 
C. Jackson Grayson Jr. stated that the 
rapid food price increases registered to 
February of this year may have been the 
result of "supply and demand." He has 
called a hearing on food prices to be held 


at Aimer Coe 
in Rondhurst 


today in Washington. 


A spokesman for the Jewel Food 


Stores, Chicago area-based food store 
chain, indicated that wholesale prices in 
beef and pork edged upward early this 
year in a short supply market. This situ- 
ation is easing with the seasonal increase 
in wholesale beef supply, said Bill New- 
by, director of public relations. 


Newby said Jewel is passing along the 


savings to consumers as wholesale prices 
decline. He noted that the company has 
raised its retail prices in only 40 per cent 
of the cases where it has experienced 
higher costs in the last few months,. "In 
April we will probably see smaller in- 
creases," he predicted. "The stabiliza- 
tion program is not aimed at holding 
prices to one level, but to the regulation

ACCORDING TO THE Iffinois State 


Bar Association, until recently Illinois 
had no law protecting a reporter's con- 
fidential sources and the issue, if it ever 
came up in a court at all, never got as 
far as a ruling by a court of appeals. 


As of last September, however, Illinois 


does have a law which touches on the 
controversy, at least as it applies :to con- 
fidential informants. The law protects re- 
porters from capricious or irresponsible 
efforts to obtain disclosure of their con- 
fidential sources. At the same time, it 
any newsman employed by a newspaper, 
television or radio station of other news 
medium under the following conditions: 


(1) Secrecy is not required by either 


state or federal statute. 


(2) All other available sources of the 


same information have been exhausted. 


(3) Disclosure of the information is es- 


sential to the protection of the public in- 
terest involved. 


In the final analysis, both the courts 


and the press recognize that a reporter's 
determination to protect his sources, at 
any cost, may be the deciding factor. 
The Illinois law provides that his refusal 
to cooperate "may be adjudged in con- 
tempt of court and punished accord- 
ingly."

Are At Fault 


Never An Umpire Around, When You Need One 


"Play Bali!" 


We would like to hear that tradi- 


tional sound of spring echo through 
the stadia of the baseball world to- 
day. The longer it takes to settle 
this nonsensical walkout, the more 
serious the possible results. 


If the strike continues it will soon 


reach a point at which the paying 
sports fan realizes the world con- 
tinues to turn even without base- 
ball. And he may not miss it. 


The blame for the absence of 


baseball so far this spring rests 
with the players. 


They appear to us to be nothing 


more than grown men playing a 


1 child's game and altering their 


i personalities to match. These are 


the individuals who were the best 
in Little League, then local heroes 


| in high school and college. 


They have been praised, pam- 


pered, puffed and panegyrized all 
their lives and they just do not 
know how to take "no" for an an- 
swer. 


We feel they should learn. 


We have no sympathy for the 


players in this unreasonable strike. 
They have been unable to muster 
any significant support among the 
public 
because 
the 
facts 
are 


against them. 


The facts are: 
—Twenty-three 
major 
league 


ballplayers this year will be paid 
more than §100,000 each. Others, 
mediocre athletes at best, are paid 
exorbitant, inflated salaries. 


—The players have realized a 25 


per cent hike in salaries over the 
past three seasons. 


—The pension plan itself, from 


1967 to 1D69. was raised 20 per cent. 
Now the players want to raise it 
another 17 per cent. 


—The pension as it now stands 


just may be the most highly benefi- 
cial plan in the world. 


Marvin Miller, executive direc- 


tor of the Major League Baseball 
Players Assn.. has cried, "Money 
is not the issue. The owners are 
trying to break the association." 


We cannot buy that. The owners 


did not lock the players out to 
break the association. The issue IS 


money. If it were not, the players 
would be playing, 


The players speak righteously of 


desiring only what belongs to them 
and of assuring themselves of a liv- 
ing wage when they can no longer 
"hit the long ball." 


But when do they demonstrate 


any concern for the major leaguer 
of a few years ago, the one who 
helped set up the association and 
the pension in the first place? 
When do they become concerned 
about the paltry pension he draws? 


When do the idols of American 


youth insist on some plan for their 
minor league counterparts? Minor 
league players have no pension 
plan. Nor do they haul down inflat- 
ed salaries. 


It seems the more the players 


get, the more they want. They 
want a pension for a career which 
often is not a career. They want to 
be guaranteed a lifetime of wealth 
because they were good enough to 
play in the majors for a few years. 


And like the spoiled brat we all 


once knew who lived down the 
street, because they didn't get 
their own way they picked up their 
bats and balls and went home. 


In our youth, however, that dis- 


play of selfishness only hurt the 
other players. In the big tune, it 
hurts the fan and the game itself. 


Traditionally, baseball has been a 


diversion from the harsh realities 
of life. Now the folk heroes of our 
spring and summer have forced on 
the public a labor-management 
struggle straight out of economics 
class. 


Let's get this thing settled. 
Let the world see still another 


inept flailing of a presidential arm 
and hear the satisfying "thwop" of 
that first pitch landing in the 
catcher's mitt. 


Let us hear the organist play, 


"Take me out to the ballgame." 
Let us drink a foamy beer out of a 
paper cup, drop peanut shells in 
our laps and shout at the um- 
pire through a spindled program. 


As Bill Veeck said recently, 


"Open the gates, boil the hot dogs, 
manicure the field, but for God's 
sake, Play Ball!"

ry, which includes thousands of es- 
tablishment-wary students attend- 
ing the nearby Santa Barbaca 
campus of the University of Cali- 
fornia.

wheeled silently into an Isla Vista 
parking lot and surprised a burglar 
in the act of jimmying an apart- 
ment window. 


"Had we been in a vehicle, he 


would have seen or heard us com- 
ing and been long gone," says one 
officer. 


"Another 
advantage became 


apparent when he bolted between 
two buildings. He was such a fast 
runner we could never have caught 
him on foot, and couldn't have 
squeezed through in a car. On 
bikes, we apprehended him before 
he'd gone a block." 


Now this is a form of law en- 


forcement "wheeling and dealing" 
that's encouraging to hear about. 
Other communities might well look 
into it.

I must preface my remarks by stating 


I do not know all of the particulars on 
both sides of the issue and so I am bound 
to give you my opinions based on the 
facts that I know. 


I am against the strike for the follow- 


ing reasons: It should be noted here that 
I believe in collective bargaining as a 
proper tool for the worldngman of this 
country to improve his lot, but this par- 
ticular episode far outstrips the prin- 
ciples involved. 


The players in the major leagues now 


earn an average salary of $36,000 per, 


year per man to ply their trade. I dare-. 
say there are very few persons that you 
and I know who earn that sort of money 
for six months of work. I do not cry out 
against their salary, since they certainly 
are entitled to a just return from the 
profit that is earned by the industry as a 
whole. 


The players should remember they are 


a part of a total society, and they should 
not be encouraged to assume a position 
of let-the-public-be damned. They are not 
an isolated entity in our system. 


The players have completely ignored 


the wishes of the man in the street on 
this matter, who, after all, pays the en- 
tire bill for owners and players alike I 
quote the public-spirited Ferguson Jen- 
kins of the Cubs: "I don't care about the 
man in the street, I only care for my 
future " 


I daresay that is a rather irresponsible 


and self-centered 
statement 
from 
a 


young man who happens to be gifted 
enought to command a $100,000 salary, 
albeit he is worth the money. 


It may serve the players well to under- 


stand that they risk very little in this 
entire venture while the owner quite of- 


ten risks his entire fortune in this game 
By comparison they do not risk them- 
selves to the extent that the owners do, 
they simply reap the profits and benefits 
that have come to them from the ground- 
work that was laid by their predecessors 


It is my opinion that they demonstrat- 


ed themselves as self-centered 
people 


who have an overinflated opinion o£ their 
total worth to society They do provide 
entertainment for society (that is their 
"redeeming social value"), but is it nec- 
essary to pay a man $36,000 a year for 
entertainment, while so many doctors, 
teachers, social workers and countless 
other public servants work every day of 
the year for the improvement of the hu- 
man condition, at a much lower rate of 
compensation' 


Let us also look at the life of the priest 


who dedicates his life to the service of 
the people and their development, for 
pay which is usually at the subsistence 
level 
All these people contribute to 


society in as meaningful a degree as 
these players 


The problem as I see it is where are 


our values, when the system can get so 
far out of hand9 Have we prematurely 
reached the stage of bread and circuses'

bear in mind the risks that these owners 
have taken so that their darlings might 
receive their laige bonuses, salaries and 
pensions. 


The only possible validity that I see in 


their argument is that they average five 
years in the major leagues, but I dare- 
say that five times $36,000 represents 
about half or more of what the average

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Church 


of The Brethren will sell Its stocks in all 
firms with military contracts while the 
American Baptist Convention Is challeng- 
ing Goodyear Co. to provide more infor- 
mation on its investment in South Africa. 


These are but two of the responses 


churches are making as they attempt to 
resolve the problem of relating their sub- 
stantial investments in the financial mar- 
ket with their positions on social issues. 


The Church of The Brethren Is a small, 


183,000 member denomination tradition- 
ally considered one of the "peace" 
churches. It holds that all war is sinful. 


Its decision to get rid of its "war" 


stocks is. of itself, considered Important 
not because of the size of its Investments 
— a relatively modest $1.5 million In 
shares in several corporations — but be- 
cause it is the first such action by a U.S. 
denomination. 


A far more likely course of action for 


most denominations will be that pursued 
by the ABC in its challenge to Goodyear. 


FRANK WHITE, executive head of the 


Corporate Information Center (CIC) of 
the National .Council of Churches, esti- 
mates that more than 30 major corpo- 
rations will be challenged over the next 
few months by shareholders on the issue 
of social responsibility. He said two- 
thirds of these challenges will be spon- 
sored by church-related organizations. 


Most of the challenges fall into the gen- 


eral categories of military contracting, 
f o r e i g n investments, particularly in 
Southern Africa, environmental concerns 
and public interest issues. 


In January, the Information Center is- 


sued a report showing that 11 church or- 
ganizations, including its parent Council 
of Churches, held some $200 million 
worth of securities in 29 of the nation's 
top 69 prime military contractors. 


Large defense contractors facing such 


challenges 
include Honeywell, 1T&T, 


Control Data and the Sperry Rand Corp 
They are aimed at making public infor- 
mation 
relating 
to 
the firms' 
in- 


volvements in the U.S. air war in In- 
dochina. 


The churches call for a full report on 


the firms' military-related procurement, 
production and research, contracts, prod- 
ucts, sales and profits as well as the use 
and quantity of goods in Southeast Asia 
military actions, 


A SECOND resolution, presented to 


these same companies, requests 
each 


corporation to establish a Committee on 
Economic Conversion to make recom- 
mendations for transition to civilian rath- 
er than military oriented production. 


In the case of South Africa, church 


coalitions have filed stockholder resolu- 
tions with Gulf Oil, General Motors, 
Goodyear, IBM, Mobil Oil and General 
Electric — in addition to the American 
Baptist Convention's actions with Good- 
year. 


The resolutions ask for extensive infor- 


mation on investment, profit, racial 
classification, wages, job classifications 
on white and non-white workers, taxes 
and contractual relations with the South 
Africa government. 


Officials said IBM and Mobil have 


agreed to supply information in return 
for withdrawal of the proxy resolutions. 


' The Corporate Examiner, a CIC publi- 
cation, said that two firms involved in 
Rhodesian chrome mining operations — 
Union Carbide and Foote Minerals "will 
also be visited by Church-related share- 
holders at their annual meeting." 


The United Nations Security Council 


passed a resolution calling for a trade 
embargo against Rhodesia but Congress 
decided the United States must import a 
substantial amount of its chrome ore 
from the breakaway British Colony and 
the first shipments arrived m March.

"Deposit just $10 a month in your 


Golden Passbook 
account." says the 


bank's ad, "and here's how much you'll 
have at age 65..." 


It's an example of how nearly every- 


one's planning of financial security re- 
volves around the assumption that nor- 
mal retirement age is 65. But recent 
studies indicate that more than a third of 
the wage earners covered by pension 
plans are now retiring at earlier ages. 


Early retirement is a trend that "be- 


gan to develop significantly during the 
1960's," the Institute of Life Insurance 
reports, and it's on the increase. The 
odds are good, and getting better, that 
any one of today's young to middle-aged 
wage earners will retire perhaps as early 
as age 55. Failure to take this into ac- 
count in planning for retirement Income 
can throw plans badly out of kilter. 


The bank ad, for example tells depos- 


itors starting at age 35 that by retire- 
ment (at 65) they'll have $8,323 tucked 
away. But retirement 10 years earlier, at 
Sa. would cut the amount by more than 
half - to $4.110. 


HOW SIGNIFICANTLY early retire- 


ment Is on the Increase is shown by two 
studies of major group pension plans by 
the Society of Actuaries. The first study, 
in 19S8. showed that 21 per cent of the 
people who retired did so prior to age 65. 
A second study in 1968 showed the oer- 
centage was up to 33, and it's estimated 
that by now the figure is well past one- 
third. 


Those covered by company pension 


plans are the likeliest candidates for ear- 
ly retirement, as there's a marked trend 
to incorporate provisions for it into the 
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plans. A study published last year by the 
Conference Board, a business research 
organization, showed that of 641 com- 
panies surveyed, % per cent included 
such arrangements. 


Early retirement at the employe's own 


option is being made more feasible 
through 
liberalized 
pension 
require- 


ments. Until recently, 20 years on the job 
was almost standard requirement Now 
pension benefits after 15 years, and even 
10, are becoming more common, says the 
study. 


But early retirement isn't always the 


employe's own idea Most large com- 
panies have personnel problems caused 
by jobs made obsolete through tech- 
nology, 
plant closings, geographical 


moves or "personality conflicts." Often 
the company's simplest and least ex- 
pensive solution is early retirement of 
the problem employes. The cost is only a 
few extra years of pension benefits — at 
a lower level of benefit. The company's 
total payout may even be less. 


FOR THE LIBERALIZATION uf pen- 


sion eligibility shouldn't obscure the fact 
that early retirement will almost in- 
variably mean reduced benefits 


It can work to the advantage of an em- 


ploye who's able to elect a 15-year pen- 
sion, say, at a relatively early age, and 
make a new career for himself in anoth- 
er job. For the man who's pressured or 
forced into retirement several years 
short of full pension benefits, it can play 
havoc with the finances of retirement. 


Something to keep in mind when mak- 


ing long-range financial plani You can 
no longer construct them, realistically, 
around an assumption that 65 is "nor- 
mal" retirement age,

Protectionist Trade Bill Blasted 


Representatives ol two Northwest sub- 


urban industries are among those attack- 
ing the protectionist trade provisions of 
the Burke-Hartke Bill. The bill, which 
would curtail the imports and the export 
of American technology and capital, is 
favored by leaders of the AFL-CIO. 


The bill would cost the jobs of thou- 


sands of American workers and cause a 
worldwide depression, according to M. 
P. 
Venema, chairman of the Des 


Plames-based Universal Oil Products Co. 
(UOP) 
Venema, chairman of the Na- 


tional Association 
of 
Manufacturers, 


made this prediction at last week's meet-.' 
ing of the Executives Club of Chicago ,, 


Venema characterized the bill as "an 


horrendous piece of legislation which 
would establish yet another super-gov- 
ernment agency to tell industry how 
much it may invest overseas — as well 
as where and when." He referred to the 
Burke-Hartke bill (S-2592 and HR 10914) 
which would set import quotas based on 
the 1965 to 1969 period for all imports not 
presently included in a quota system. 
The bill would prohibit the import of 
items not imported during the 1965-69 pe- 
riod 


The protectionist measure was spon- 


sored by-Rep. James Burke, D-Mass.; 
and Sen. Vance," Hartk«, D-Ind. It would 
add tax restrictions for U.S. companies 
with foreign operations; repeal the for- 
eign investment tax credit and the ex- 
clusion of foreign-earned wages for tax- 
ing purposes.

It is supported by the AFL-CIO and'la- 


bor leaders who ejaim that multinational 
companies are exporting the jobs and 
technology which 'rightfully belong in this 
country. '

VEhlEMA. STRONGliY criticized or- 


gatiized labor leaders .for their support of 
the Burke-Hartke bill, adding that union 
leaders already have plowed more than 
$2 5 million into,"a soap opera appeal for 
support.'^ He predicted (that the passage 
of the measure would set off 'an inter- 
national trade war in which the victims 
would be American workers 


"Labor's emotional attack on the mul- 


tinatioha^ corporation is diverting public 
attention/from the central issue at stake 
— America's decline1 in productivity," he 
continued "The simple fact is that the 
United States ranks last tin productivity 
gams in the list of the 20 major industrial 
nations. Coupled with this, union leaders 
continue to extract huge wage settle- 
ments, far in excess of gains in produc- 


tivity. This has been a major cause of 
our inflationary ills and the awkward 
competitive position in which we find 
ourselves with other producers around 
the'world." 


Venema urged support in Congress for 


various bills which would curb the power 
of the National Labor Relations Board, 
bring organized labor under the same an- 
titrust restraints that apply to industry, 
remove strikers from public assistance 
programs, outlaw secondary boycotts 
and prohibit the use of union dues to fi- 
nance political campaigns. 


International trade expert John W. 


Gibson also beh'eves that the Burke- 
Hartke measure would adversely affect 
American workers "Most foreign coun- 
tries provide incentives and do more to 
promote foreign trade than we do here in 
the U.S," said Gibson, international 
market manager for the Honeywell Com- 
mercial Division This division maintains 
manufacturing and engineering facilities 
in Arlington Heights. "Any new restric- 
tions such as the Burke-Hartke bill can 
only have a negative'effect on our ability 
to compete," he said. 


"In our Arlington Heights factory, our 


export volume helps support the jobs of 
all our people — those producing thermo- 


stats as well as those designing advanced 
systems," he said He noted that more 
than 10 per cent of the environmental 
control systems products from the Ar- 


i hngton Heights plant are exported. 


"We look on this as plus business for 


our division," he continued. "As plus 
business, it helps our balance of pay- 
ments and creates jobs in this country.'' 


GIBSON NOTED that the Honeywell's 


division imports "very little" but mar- 
kets worldwide. Honeywell maintains 
sales, service and manufacturing oper- 
ations in over a dozen European coun- 
tries, Turkey, Japan, Australia and Can- 
ada 


Another attack on provisions of the 


Burke-Hartke bill was sounded recently 
by the National Foreign Trade Council. 
This would force U S. corporations to paj 
taxes of at least 70 per cent on overseas 
enterprises, would force the liquidation 
of many foreign operations and might re- 
duce the availability of certain raw ma- 
terials, the council warned. Noting that 
organized labor has supported the mea- 
sure with the intention of curtailing the 
flow of industry outside the U S , the 
council said the bill would have a signifi- 
cant negative impact on the labor mar- 
ket in this country.

Many of the smaller lakes. most notab- 


ly those doswistate. such as SangchHs, 
Baldwin, Little Egypt and Devil's Kitch- 
en, prime fishing waters, have been 
"protected" from the ravages of water 
ski boats and too*big pleasure craft, by 
instituting restrictive regulation* on the 
size of motors ali&ued on the lake.

motor larger than the usual 10 horse-

erally don't want, or need them on these 
small lakes, But neither should they be 
forced to rent uhen they have already 
bought, 


KiKwItig that fishermen can fish these 


smaller takes without the use of a large 
motor, we suggested to I fie Department 
of Conservation that it is tmfalr to force 
the boat owner I* remove the big motor, 
a task that is a Jot harder than It sounds, 
just to fish the smalt take, 


And the suggestion has been received 


with total agreement Thus* in the future, 
all lakes controlled by the Department of 
Conservation with motor size restric- 
tions, can be fished out of a boat with 
any stee motor, so long as the motor 
shaft is tilted out of the water, fn short, 
as long as you don't use the motor, you 
can have a 103 on your boat and still fish 
legally* Prfor to this agreement from the 
Law Enforcement division, some over* 
jealous agents were "shagging" fish-

Consultant Reveals *TypicaV Amount 
Park Bond Issue Would Cost 
Homeowner $9.72 Annually

Voter approval of the $11 million bond 


i&ue referendum proposed by the Hoff- 
man Eatate* Park District would cost 
the "typical" homeowner 19.72 annually 
for 10 years, according to figures dis- 
closed Monday by a financial consulting

Noreen, vice president for the financial 
consulting firm of Paul D. Snws, He 
said the two question referendum would 
cost homeowners about 80 cents per 
month. The bonds would be repaid over a 
19 year period, 


Norton explained the proposed $473.000 


pool at Hoffman Estates High School

CAN SCIENCE develop a pill which 


will prevent mental illness? 


"No," said Dr. Alvln Becker, director 


of psychiatry at Boston State Hospital, 
"Just like there will never be a pill 
which would prevent all physical illness 
— there will never be a preventive pill 
(or all emotional disorders." 


But Dr. Becker does think that pre- 


vention of mental illness is not only pos- 
sible but important and likely. "We don't 
know the causes for mental illness, but 
there are certain features in our society, 


the way we live and in our family lives 
that do have something to do with the 
promotion of maladaptive behavior and 
the development of mental illness. 


"We have some very definite kinds of 


notions of people who are high risks, he 
continued. "We know of various life 
crises that cause people pain and may 
lead to mental illness. One example is 
that we know widows have a much high- 
er rate of mental and physical illness, 
depression and suicide within the first 
two years after bereavement than do a 
control group of women the same age." 


He has developed a program in Boston 


which has successfully trained women to 
go through the bereaving time and they 
then in turn, reach out to other widows 
and help them in various ways through

the crisis period. 


Although this type of prevention has 


been readily accepted, there are other 
kinds of prevention which are more con- 
troversial. 


"STUDIES HAVE PROVEN, for ex- 


ample, that the lower social and econom- 
ic class has a much higher incidence of 
psychiatric illness, psychosis and hospi- 
talization. This whole relationship of po- 
verty, racism, poor housing, poor jobs 
and education and mental illness is so 
controversial it's hard to establish pre- 
vention programs. Also, we don't really 
know what exactly in the circumstances 
of the poor person, is the factor causing 
his illness. But we do know that pre- 
vention is most important here for alle- 
viating the problem." 


According to Dr. Becker, there are 


also certain periods in many people's 
lives during which they are more apt to 
develop emotional disorders. "The grad- 
uating college student is one," he said, 
"since the pressures are so strong. And 
the woman going through menopause, 
the man about ready to retire from his 
job and the child in the first or second 
grade of school who is not doing well — 
these are all high risk periods. 


"I think the best place to start primary 


prevention for mental illness," Dr. Beck- 
er said, "is in the highest risk groups: 
the children in pre-school and early 
school years — so we get to them before 
they get into difficulty and in the seven 
to 15 per cent of the population who are 


considered poor since they, too, are like- 
ly to develop emotional illness. 


"My own feeling," he added, "is that 


we will never be able to have enough 
professional people to handle all the 
mental illness there is until we get to the 
business of creating or trying to promote 
health. There should be a blending of hu- 
man service agencies which address 
themselves to the problems of the human 
population and these agencies should 
work together to stop problems before 
they start.

Dear Dorothy: My doctor has advised 


me to eat yogurt and, having tried it, I 
find that 1 like it very much. Inasmuch 
as 1 find it difficult to get to town often, I 
am wondering if I can make It myself. —

Thelma White gave me her recipe 


and if it's us good as her others, it ought 
to be fine. You do have to have some 
real yogurt on hand, however, so save a 
little from your last batch. Heat one 
quart skim milk, but not to the boiling 
stage, and take it off the stove. Then add 
3 tablespoons of leftover yogurt and 1 
cup powdered milk, stirring it well. Then 
either store it as is, at about 70 degrees, 
or put it in a thermos bottle. It should 
get thick in four or five hours. Then re- 
frigerate.

Dear Dorothy: I used some tile cleaner

The modern method is to rub 
detergent into the stain, then rinse with 
hot water. If this doesn't work, sponge 
stain with a grease solvent. Dry, then 
launder.

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Pruning To Avoid Tax Warrants

Wheeling Park Board members drew 


up an austerity budget Monday night in 
aft effort to avoid another year of tax 
anticipation warrants 


the board members met at a com* 


mittee meeting to sharply trim the btidg*. 
et proposed by Supt* Fred Amdt and to 
try to find ways to provide more services 
at reduced costs. 


"this is going to be the tightest budget 


this district has ever had/' Commission* 
er Lorraine Lark commented. 


Commissioner Gus Ntezi pointed out 


that although he has only been on the 
board a year he noticed the district had 
to issue tax anticipation warrants earlier 
this year than last year, 


Treasurer William Blank said part of 


the reason the district ran out of money 
and had to borrow by issuing the war* 
rants was the fact that the cost of build- 
ing and swimming pool maintenance was 
underestimated by the district in the last 
budget. 


The district has already gone over this 


fiscal year's budget by 52,500 and still 
has to meet another month of salaries 
for employes before the new fiscal year 
starts May 1* 


BOARD MEMBERS said the district 


should try to avoid spending for the next 
two weeks except in emergencies. They 
argued briefly over funds for devel* 
opment of park sites. Mrs, Lark advo- 
cated putting money away and accumu- 
lating it for a major development proj- 
ect. 


"We've got to start doing something 


with parks instead of just holding ball 
games/' she asserted 


Ntai called for piecemeal development 


of sites rather than just hoarding money 
for a rainy day, "I'll buy the idea of 
tightening up, but let's spend what we 
have on park sites, not let it sit/' be told 
the other commissioners, 


"We should use it effectively/1 Com- 


missioner Robert Boss commented. 


Board members went through the budg* 


et, trimming where they could. 


They decided that after the entire 


budget was completed they would com- 
pare totals with the *92tOQO for the corpo- 
rate fund and thr (65,000 for the recrea- 
tion fund that the district ha* to spend. 


Any leftover money will be assigned to 


special projects the district has on its 
priority list, 


Among the special projects Arndt bas 


recommended if money is available are 
enlarging the Heritage Park West deten- 
tion basin SQ it can be used as a lake for 
boating, finishing the parking tot adja- 
cent to the Heritage Park fieHhouse, 
landscaping and developing Chamber of 
Commerce park, blacktopping the park- 
ing lot at the community pool and repair- 
ing water leaks at the community pool

than a year. Arndt is to total the budget 
for the board now and then bring the to* 
tals to a regular park board meeting for 
discussion and approval.

WE CAN SYMPATHIZE with the preg- 


nant young wife, who senses estrange- 
ment from her husband but can only sus- 
pect its cause (she thinks he has another 
woman). We can rage at the insensitivity 
of the young men's father who continues 
to idealize Johnny and to ignore Polo as 
he did when they were children. And we 
can hate the pusher Mother and his co- 
horts as they hassle and. threaten John- 
ny. 


Despite its timeliness and impact, 


some element is missing in the VT pro- 
duction. It is not completely real; it is in 
part only a portrayal. Perhaps we ask 
too much of community actors to "be" 
such characters. 
Yet there are out- 


standing individual performances. 


Larry Mayer is Polo, but Larry has 


yet to be anything but the character in 
any role I have seen him play. 


Ed Westfall, too, gives an excellent 


performance as Johnny, a most difficult 
role. He must be completely exhausted 
at evening's end after two "withdrawal" 
episodes. 


BUT BARBARA McKEE lacks depth 


as the young wife. Her lines are spoken 
with feeling, but there's no body lan- 
guage. 


Herb Braden's credibility as the father 


is weak at the start, but he grows with 
the play's progress. He is much more 


believable in the tense dinner table scene 
in Act 2 and the climactic moments of 
the final act. 


Hank de Groh is not as sinister as he 


should be in the role of the pusher Moth- 
er despite dark glasses and trench coat. 
We need to dislike him more. That is not 
a problem with his henchman Apples, 
played by Roger Krupa, a relative new- 
comer to Village Theatre and a young 
man who shows much promise. Gene 
Kaczor also is good as the rather stupid 
Chuch, but he needs to articulate his 
lines in the final act. 


Binki Wilson, carrying on the family 


tradition as daughter of VT veterans Kay 
and Bob Hawley, makes the most of her 
bit part, Putski, the girl who's been 
"hooked" by Mother and his boys. 


HERB BRADEN has managed to pack 


a lot of set onto the relatively small 
Guild Playhouse stage, and I'm still try- 
ing to figure out how the cast members 
manage to keep their balance on the 
slightly tilted floor of the kitchen section. 
Lighting by Marshall Kievet is good, as 
usual. 


Despite its shortcomings, this play is 


worth seeing. Village Theatre is not a 
group to shy away from challenge as wit- 
ness two of its more recent productions, 
"The Willow and I" and "The Prime of 
Miss Jean Brodie," both demanding in 
their requirements of the cast. Bight on, 
VT and director Tom Ventriss!

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NEA Chief Slaps Nixon Education Bill 


The president of the National Educa- 


tion Association has told Congress Presi- 
dent Nixon's proposed equal educational 
opportunities legislation Is a "cruel de- 
ception" because the bill merely redi- 
rects funding already proposed in an "in- 
adequate" federal budget for Fiscal 1973. 


Speaking at both Senate and House 


committee hearings on the legislation, 
Donald E. Morrison voiced two major ob- 
jections. One concerned funding and the 
other related to school desegregation. 


"A basic defect in the Nixon bill Is it 


essentially duplicates, but does not im- 
prove existing legislation directed to the 
provision of equal educational opportuni- 
ty," Morrison told the committees. "Title 
I of the Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act of 1965 is designed to improve 
the education of the disadvantage. The 
target population for the proposed new 
legislation Is substantially the same as 
that designated for Title I." 


Morrison called for the committee to 


focus attention on the fact that Title I of 
ESEA authorizes far more money than 
the $2.S billion in the proposed legisla- 
tion. 


Morrison pointed out "the rights de- 


clared by the Fourteenth Amendment 
were Intended to secure basic rights of 
liberty and equality for minorities 
against nullification or dilution by the 
majority.

Rules New Car Tax OK 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


ruled against a suit filed In behalf of Ar- 
lington Heights and five other home rule 
suburbs which sought to enjoin the coun- 
ty from collecting a lift tax on every new 
car sale in those municipalities. 


Circuit Court Judge Nathan M. Cohen 


ruled that the local and county ordi- 
nances which created the new vehicle 
sales tax were not in conflict, 


The judge further stated in his decision 


that a section of the new state con- 
stitution which appears to give municipal 
ordinances priority aver conflicting coun- 
ty ordinances does not apply to taxation 
issues, 


Arlington Heights Village Ally, Jack 


Siegel said he expected to appeal the 
judge's decision. During the appeal pro- 
cess, Siegel said tax money collected on 
new car sales will continue to be held in 
a special holding account, 


Arlington Heights, along with Evans- 


ton, Oak Park, Niks, Des Plaines and 
Berwyn, are seeking to preempt the 
county's new car tax by passing identical 
tax measures of their own- 


The municipal ordinances asserted lo- 


cal priority over the county tax based 
upon Article 7, Section 6, ol the new Illi- 
nois Constitution which states that "if a

Notification waj recently sent to the 


trustees of consent of the hospital's medi- 
cal staff to participate in the training of 
ambulance drivers and firemen who 
would utilize the cardiac equipment on 
emergency calls. 


Palatine trustee Tom Ahern questioned 


whether the board should make the ap- 
propriation at the current time in view of 
the financial problems facing the village 
in the budget, However, Village Mgr, 
Barton Braun said a delay In purchasing 
the equipment might jeopardize the vil- 
lage's chances of participating in the 
program. 


With the 96,000, one defibrfflator unit 


will be purchased by the village to equip 
one fire department ambulance, The Vil-

objected to the annexation because of the 
additional tax he would have to pay as a 


resident of Palatine, 


"You may be forcing me to sell my 


home if you annex my property to the 
village," he told the trustees, He said the 
Palatine tax rate wouM be "too stiff1 for 
him and he questioned whether he could 
afford to keep bis house at that location, 


However, trustees told him that annex- 


ation would probably create only a slight 
tax increase for him, if any. 


"You'll lose a couple taxes and add 


just one," Trustee Wendell Jones told 
him, explaining he would no longer have 
to pay to the township, Hates charged to 
him for use of municipal sewer and wa- 
ter lines would also be reduced if he 
were annexed to Palatine, Jones said. 


VILLAGE MGR. Berton Braun told the 


property owners that, although they are

A 26 ounce transmitter can 
be attached to the victim, the ECG sig- 
nal is then transmitted to a high-power 
unit in the ambulance and relayed to the 
hospital, 


Motorola officials said the equipment 


will cost about $6,000 for the COR hospi- 
tal base station and about $4,000 for the 
ambulance unit.

A massive recruitment program aimed 


at increasing enrollment at Sacred Heart 
rf Mary High School to Ml capacity in 
tlie next three or four years is being 


the Rev* James E* Mtahalel*, who was 


a p p o i n t e d superintendent of Sacred 
Heart in miti'Mareh* says he plans to ap- 
point ft Jay advisory committee soon to 
study the enrollment problems at the 
school and possible solutions, 


Declining enrollment, coupled with a 


shortage of religious personnel, high 
Coats of operation and financial debts 
were the reasons the Religious Order of 
the Sacred Heart of Mary announced 
they would no longer be able to maintain 
the school At the same time it was an- 
nounced the Archdiocese of Chicago 
tf&uld assume ownership and operation 
of the school.

BOO students, Enrollment was as high as 
1*200 students at one time but has been 
steadily declining over the past four 
years* The current enrollment is approxi- 
mately 550 students. 


THE ADVISORY committee's main

reason the program cannot be expanded 
to include more than three teachers in 
the future. . 


Father Michaletz said Sacred Heart 


would not become a carbon copy of St. 
Viator, He also feels there will be a min- 
imum of interference from the arch- 
diocese in the operation and programs at 
the school 


"Any changes will take four or five 


years to come about," he said. He ex- 
plained that first teachers have to get 
upset with themselves and face up to 
questions before change can come about, 


ONE OF THE first tasks facing Father 


Michaletz, who will move into an office 
at Sacred Heart within the month, is 
replacing the administration staff. He is 
a member of a committee who will be 
screening and eventually selecting a 
principal 


Asked if he would accept the role as 


principal in addition to that of being su- 
perintendent, Father Michaletz said not 
that he feels being superintendent wilt be 
a full-time position, As superintendent he 
will be responsible for the overall admin- 
istration of the school, 


The replacement of 13 sisters who will 


be leaving the school in June is also one 
of the immediate concerns. Father Mich- 
aletz said a good portion of the 15 lay 
teachers had indicated their intention to 
stay. 


The controversy over not hiring former 


priests and nuns has not been resolved, 
"A number are still upset but they recog- 
nize there is not much ttiat can be done 
and the important thing is to see the 
school succeed/' said Father Michaletz 


Letters have been sent to several reli- 


gious communities seeking teachers, Fa* 
ther Michalete said it was possible a 
mixture of several orders would be staff- 
ing the school with the lay teachers.

tem which developers feel could,substan- 
tially reduce the number of heart attack 
deaths each year was demonstrated by 
Motorola's communications division at 
the Howard Johnson Motor Inn in Pala- 
tine, 


The emergency treatment rf a heart 


attack victim was simulated for local 
fire departments and the media. Ten 
area communities, in conjunction with 
Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights and Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village, are 
planning to initiate a system where bos* 
p i t a l personnel could communicate 
directly with ambulance attendants to 
treat heart attack victims, 


Several systems have been demonstra- 


ted in the area in recent months. Mon- 
day's demonstration included equipment 
developed by Motorola and Medical Re- 
search Laboratories of Park Ridge* The 
equipment allows ambulance attendants 
to transmit an electrocardiograph signal 
to hospital coronary care units where a 
diagnosis <*/ the patient's condition can 
be made and recommended treatment 
radioed back to attendants, 


THE CORONARY Observation Radio 


(COE) has been tested for the past 13 
months at the Krannert Institute of Car- 
diology at the Indiana University, The 
equipment was explained by Dr. Gary J. 
Anderson who tested the COR unit. Sev- 
eral members of the Roiling Meadows 
Fire Department also participated in the 


demonstration, 


Anderson said about 40 per cent of the 


500,000 per5onf~whb die from heart at- 
tacks each year fail to reach tbe hospital 
alive, 


"Hie COR system will lead to earlier 


detection 
and treatment," Anderson 


stated. He added the first hour after a 
person suffers a heart attack is critical 
to the survival The telemetry equipment 
will allow personnel in the hospital to be- 
gin to collect data as soon as the ambu- 
lance arrives, he said, 


A patient could receive treatment en 


route, thus saving critical time, Ander- 
son said, 


THE SYSTEM WILL utilize five dedi- 


cated radio frequencies. The Federal 
Communications Commission recently 


approved the frequencies for trans- 
mission of medical tejemetry only. 


According to Fred Stacy, national 


manager for Motorola's Hospital Emer- 
gency Communications division, the fre- 
quencies will allow, for the uninterrupted 
transmissions of information and tele- 
metry on the patient's condition. 


All* of the equipment is lightweight and 


can be taken directly to scene of the 
heart attack. A 26 ounce transmitter can 
he attached to the victim, the ECG sig* 
na] is then transmitted to a high-power 
unit in the ambulance and relayed to the 
hospital 


Motorola officials said the equipment 


will cost about $6,000 for the COR hospi- 
tal base station and about $4,400 for the 
ambulance unit

Tax Bills To Differ 
Slightly 


by CINDY TEW 


Wheeling Township residents' tax bills 


will differ slightly from last year even 
though a preliminary budget for the 1972- 
73 fiscal year has yet to be finalized. The 
actual budget will not be known until a 
court suit determines who will collect the 
money next year. 


tf the township takes over the tax col- 


lecting job, which is now handled by 
Cook County, the preliminary 1972-73 
budget win increase nearly 15 per cent. 
Without the tax collecting job in the 
budget, the budget would decrease about 
seven per cent 


At the present time, the Wheeling 


Township portion of the real property tax 
bill is 3,2 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. If property taxes are collected at 
the township level, the tax bill would in- 
crease one-half cent per $100 assessed 
valuation. Without tax collecting duties, 
the 1971-72 township tax rate would de- 
crease one-tenth of one cent per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, 


"The question of who should collect 


taxes is now the subject of a court suit, 
on which a decision should be made by 
May 2> when we take final action on the 
budget/* said Ethel Koterus, township 
supervisor. "If * decision is not made, 
we will delete the tax collection fee from 
the budget." 


TAX COLLECTING would cost $33,000 


at the township level, according to the 
preliminary budget. 


"What we're talking about is a change 


of about a nickel per tax bill/* said 
Wheeling Township Assessor Marshall 
Theroux. "I can prove it would be much 
cheaper — between 33 and SO per cent

nlco, the high vote-getter in the Dist. 50 
race. 


ARTEMENKO, though he finished sec- 


ond to Mrs* Cummins within Dist. 59, 
was reelected to the board, because he 
showed strength in the rest of the dis- 
trict Despite her popularity in Elk 
Grove, Mrs. Cummins picked up only 974 
votes in the rest of 214, 


The reasons for the straight geogra- 


phic vote are not too nard to find, Elk 
Grove Village, which has a strong feeling 
of identity, had been short of representa- 
tion with only two board members on the 
Dist, 59 board for the pa$L year, One 
year ago, apathy contributed to the de- 
feat of Domanico, who lost to Erwin Pok- 
lacki of Arlington Heights by more than 
200 votes. 


"I met the 200 people who could have 


elected me within two weeks of the elec- 
tion last year, Domanko remarked Sat- 
urday night. 'They were so sure rd win 
they didn't even vote." 


No one made the mistake of over- 


confidence in the village this time, how- 
ever, A sound truck urged the voters to 
get out, signs were posted around the vil- 
lage and Teachers Council Pres, Robert 
Beaupre, who is also a local business 
owner, coordinated the efforts of his 
teachers with other campaigners work- 
ing for village candidates, 


If any group was hurt by over-

state supported, but the district has to 
pay the costs first and be reimbursed lat- 
er, probably next winter. Reimburse- 
ment win be based on attendance, rather 
than enrollment 


"Laftt spring with the referendum fail- 


ure and other financial problems it was 
impossible to handle the summer school 
program/1 said James Montgomery, di- 
rector of instruction, The state has of- 
fered tbe program for the past three 
years. 


Because the program will be state-fund- 


ed tbe classes have to be large enough 


to pay for expenses, Montgomery said, 
Instead of very small classes which were 
common to the past, an average class 
win have 25 students. There will also be 
no special education classes, and no bus 
service. 


The 2t-day summer school program 


will include students in kindergarten 
through seventh grades. The school day 
will last from 9 a.m. to noon. Schools to 
be used include the four junior highs in 
the district, Rand, Thomas, Miner and 
South and four elementary schools, Berk- 
ley, Olive, Windsor and Park. 


"WE PLAN ON about 1,200 students," 


said Montgomery, "But if more or fewer 
students sign up, we wiD reassess the 
housing of the program — we could end 
up using all the schools." 


In past years about 500 students have 


signed up for summer school on a tuition 


basis. Courses have cost between $15 and 
$35 tn the past. 


"We figure that the program will cost 


us about $35 per student, which we will 
bave to pay, until the state reimburses 
us," said Montgomery. According to the 
state requirements, each child must have 
60 hours of classroom instruction, 


The primary curriculum, for kinder- 


garten through second grade' include 
reading-developmental, 
reading-enrich- 


m e n t , 
mathematics-developmental, 


mathematics-enrichment and pre-first 
grade. Along with the basic core areas, 
students will have the opportunity to 
choose two interest areas from among 
creative dramatics, science, creative art, 
physical education, mathematics and 
reading.

in on weekends to give children tests and 
worked directly with parents v*o were 
worried about their children's progress, 


"Don Thomas was a humanist. He was 


one of the most beautiful people I ever 
met," says one woman whose child re- 
ceived his special attention, 


The process of building up the special 


education program, which necessarily 
meant a substantial increase in per pupil 
cost, drew praise from many areas. Ar- 
temenko. who later acted as Thomas' 
representative 
when the board was 


pressing for his resignation, recalls, "We 
got a letter from Ray Page (then state 
superintendent of public instruction) in 
1967 saying we had the best special edu- 
cation program in the state/* 


The district also started other pro- 


grams to "provide service to people/1 
Artemenko says, "We had a pay bus so 
any kid could ride the bus to school, an 
open-transfer policy so parents could 
choose the school they wanted, and we 
started lunch programs in the schools, 
When we had a kid with a problem, we 
solved it to the parent's satisfaction^ he 
says, 


In addition, while trying to equalize re- 


sources among the schools and build con- 
sistent policies for the whole district, 
"we built up a pretty good size adminis* 
tration," Artemenko says, 


In fact, the number of administrators 


more than doubled between the last year 
Bard well served and the last year 
Thomas was superintendent. During the 
same period, the district's enrollment in- 
creased from 6,139 to 10,583 students, 


LOOKED AT another way, in 1964-65 


the district had 23 administrators, in- 
cluding 13 principals — 3,75 adminis- 
trators for every 1,000 students, In 1968* 
G9» the district had 5.G9 administrators 
per 1,000 students, for a total of 54. To- 


day the number has been reduced to 36, 
or 3,08 per thousand students. 


Some of the new administrators were 


not, of course, paid for with district tax 
money, Those who worked on model pro- 
grams 
and other programs 
funded 


through grant money were paid out of 
those grants. A list of the 19S&-69 admin- 
istrative positions shows at least five 
persons in that category, 


The district escaped serious criticism 


until the 1966-69 budget year, when, ac- 
cording to Thomas, his business man- 
ager, William Lankenau, underestimated 
the cost of fringe benefits for teachers by 
about $250,000, The emir went undisco- 
vered until several months into the 
school year, 


Thomas, who admits he then was not 


an expert In financial matters, argues 
that the error was understandable. The 
main problem facing the district once the 
error was made was the fact that, be- 
cause of long-term borrowing policies, 
the budget contained no leeway for error. 
Thomas took the problem to the board in 
November, 


Allen Sparks, who later became presi- 


dent of the board that ashed for Thomas* 
resignation, explains: "For a long time 
the board wasn't aware of the severity of 
(be budget crisis, but after everything 
was over I got the feeling Lankenau bad 
been made the scapegoat for the error. I 
thought that the budget was handled 
more by Thomas than by Bill," 


ANOTHER OBSERVER, familiar with 


the operations of several school districts, 
objects to the idea the error was not de- 
tected when it was made- 


"Every business manager can blow it 


once/1 the observer remarked, "The only 
question is why he wasn't given the prop- 
er information and why his figures we- 
ren't checked, That's just good adminis- 
trative procedure." 


The cuts drew public attention and out- 


cry, especially since the most visible 
cuts involved elimination of school secre- 
taries and substitute teachers, Cutting 
substitute teachers meant doubling up 
classes when teachers were absent, It 
even required principals and adminis* 
trators to cover classes, 


The events then began the 
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that wrotid culminate months later with 
the departure of Lankenau and, eventual- 
ly, Thomas himself, 


Thomas today defends the cuts that 


were made on the grounds they had little 
overall effect on education in the dis- 
trict. He said the "total elimination of 
subs increases pupil learning/' because 
a regular teacher has more enthusiasm 
and keeps the students actively working. 


But many parents in the district appar- 


ently weren't buying that argument, and 
a parents' group at Forest View School 
in Mount Prospect formed to study the 
size of the central administration and the 
reasons for the cuts. 


THINGS BEGAN happening in quick 


succession. In late February, Lankenau 
was fired by Thomas for "unsatisfactory 
performance1* and the business manager 
charged that the action was because he 
had opposed the district's policy of defi- 
cit spending. The director of buildings 
and grounds followed Lankenau by sub- 
mitting his resignation, Lewis Audi, a 
friend of Thomas* who had taught with 
htm in Dist, 214, was hired as business 
manager, 


Shortly 
thereafter, 
board 
member 


Wayne Little, who was serving as chair- 
man of the budget committee, resigned 
from the hoard, saying he was going to 
get'information on morale problems in 
the district as a private citizen, 


One board member who had talked to 


Little explains, "As chairman of the 
budget committee that year, he had 
trouble getting information and often got 
conflicting Information. There was ques- 
tion about the facts and what was hap- 
pening in the business department/1 


It was at that point, the same board 


member says, "We lost the public trust. 
If the board doesn't know what's happen- 
ing, it's not likely the public will know 
either."

House Bills 155 and 15Gt introduced last 
January, the Chicago Airport Authority, 
whose members are appointed by Chi* 
cago Mayor Daley, would be replaced by 
a state authority, whose five members 
would be appointed by the Illinois gover- 
nor 


No more than three of the five would 


be members of the same political party, 
according to tbe Juckett plan, The mem- 
bers would be mostly suburbanites, he 
said. 


The new authority would have power in 


eight Illinois counties: Cook, Lake, Du* 
Page, McHenry, Kane, Will and Kan- 
kakee. If Indiana wished to join, two 
counties, Lake and Porter could be in- 
cluded. 


The new airport authority would pur- 


chase O'Hare from the city. This could 
be done by selling revenue bonds to raise 
funds, and then repaying these from air- 
line revenues, Juckett said, 


JUCKETT, chairman of the influential 


House executive committee, said he ex- 
pects "massive" Democratic opposition 


to his bills. 


The first bill he introduced about 


O'Hare, which would have required the 
city to make its hearings about ex* 
pansion known to suburban officials, was 
met with a walk-out by Democratic 
members of the transportation com- 
mittee Tbe bill died, he said. 


The transportation committee now has 


a majority of Republicans Juckett said, 
and if the committee approves of the 
bills, they may reach the House floor 
within two weeks. 


In order to pass the General Assembly,

from 
unincorporated 


areas gave a guarantee In last week's 
electron to a Dlst 211 school board candi* 
date and created a possible legal dispute 
in Qfet. 2U, 


The law was instituted years ago to 


insure the rural districts representation 
from the town and from the surrounding 
farm land. 


Some local school officials contend the 


law doesn't apply to districts composed 
of several villages with small pockets of 
unincorporated land, They say it gives 
an advantage to one candidate who may 
be a representative of a small minority, 


Other critics of the taw add If unin- 


corporated areas are going to be given 
representation, so should the remaining 
portions of the district - perhaps with a 
ward arrangement, 


It is apparent the unincorporated re- 


quirement is outmoded for the largely in- 
corporated suburban area** However a 
move to representation by locality sets a 
political trend that is unsuitable for 
school districts. 


As it is now, the residence of the candi- 


date has played a primary role in the 
voters* selection* In Elk Grove, for ex- 
ample, Individual village officials Joined 
the campaign tor several local school 
board candidates, 


GEOGRAPHIC campaigns are fine as 


long as they don't overshadow the quali- 
fications of the Individuals. 


Residents should also consider that if a 


ward system It suitable for school dis- 
tricts, it could Just w easily be used in 
park districts, library dWrkti and vil- 


lages at large, 


We would probably be better off with a 


school board election completely at 
large. As It is now the unincorporated 
representation can create problems when 
two representatives from an unincorpo- 
rated area are running for two seats in 
one district In Dfot 2H> for example, 
two unincorporated candidates put in a 
bid for two separate terms, In this case 
it sufficed to choose the candidate with 
the most votes but a conflict coukX have 
arisen 


While the Illinois School Code requires 


unincorporated representation, it doesn't 
set guidelines for * contested election, 
This is only one example of an outmoded 
school law that is difficult to Interpret 
and in many cases inapplicable to large 
urban districts*

is time the state look the initiative to 
give the entire code an overhaul to make 
it more relevant to modern times,

THINGS 1 FOUND Out Just Last 


Week: 


A joing effort by the City of Waukegan 


and Commonwealth Edison Co., will re- 
sult in the opening on Sunday, Apnl 23, 
of a newly constructed bridge for fish- 
ermen that opens up what is certain to 
be a fishing "hot spot" on the shores of 
Lake Michigan. 


The CE generating station on the north 


side of Waukegan owns a long break- 
water that juts into the lake and sepa- 
rates the intake and the discharge chan- 
nels through which the generating station 
handles lake water to cool the gener- 
ators. Astute fishermen have known for 
years that these two channels work al- 
most like a river in attracting game fish. 
In fact, in 1971 alone, the state record 
German Brown Trout record was broken 
three times by fish taken out of the 
warmer water of the discharge channel. 


In addition to Browns, big steelhead 


also lurk outside the mouth of the outfall 
channel and inside the intake channel. 


Some of the largest carp 1 have ever 


seen are in both channels and in another 
month, the waters alongside the break- 
water will be teaming with smelt And at 
about the same time, the moving waters 
are certain to attract some wandering 
coho salmon. 


the new bridge spans the warm water 


outfall channel front a City of Waukegan 
park, formerly the Waukegan Shoot- 
O-Rama, at the fool of Greenwood Ave- 
nue and will be open to the general pub- 
lic. 


Art Mcrcier. of CBS radio and WBBM, 


will be the "star" of the opening day cer- 
emonies as Edison officials and Waukc- 
gan mayor Robert "The Rock" Sabon- 
jinn make the initial "casts" Into the 
newly opened waters. 


The new bridge and fishing pier should 


accomplish a couple of things: In the 
first place, it will open up another sec- 
tion of the lake to non-boating fishermen, 
who have precious little access to the big 
lake now. And in the second place, it 
ought to show a lot of people what this 
writer and many other fishermen have 
known for several years — that game 
fish not only survive, they obviously 
thrive in what some like to claim is 
"thermally polluted" water Fish don't 
seem to agree.

MOTOR 
RESTRICTIONS on some 


state managed lakes and impoundments 
have presented an irritation, if not a 
downright outrage to many fishermen, 
but that problem may be at a friendly 
end due to a recent ruling by the director 
of the Department of Conservation Law 
Enforcement Division. 


Many of the smaller lakes, most notab- 


ly those downstate. such as Sangchris 
Baldwin, Little Egypt and Devil's Kitch- 
en, prime fishing waters, have been 
"protected" from the ravages of water 
ski boats and too-big pleasure craft, by 
instituting restrictive regulations on the 
size of motors allowed on the lake. 


And hardly any fisherman disagrees 


with the restrictions 
unless he hap- 


pens to own his own fishing boat with a 
motor larger than the usual 10 horse- 
power limit and finds it necessary to rent 
a boat or motor, or both, in order to fish 
certain lakes. 


Fishermen with the larger motors gen- 


erally don't want, or need them on these 
small lakes. But neither should they be 
forced to rent when they have already 
bought. 


Knowing thai fishermen can lish these 


smaller lakes without the use of a large 
motor, we suggested to the Department 
of Conservation that it is unfair to force 
the boat owner to remove the big motor, 
a task that Is a lot harder than It sounds, 
just to fish the small lake. 


And the suggestion has been received 


with total agreement Thus, in the future, 
all lakes controlled by the Department of 
Conservation with motor size restric- 
tions, can be fished out of a boat with 
any size motor, so long as the motor 
shaft is tilted out of the water. In short, 
as long as you don't use the motor, you 
can have a 103 on your boat and still fish 
legally. Prior to this agreement from the 
Law Enforcement division, some over- 
zealous agents were "shagging" 
fish- 


ermen simply for having the large motor 
on the lake, in spite of the fact that the 
motor wasn't being used 
Other fish- 


ermen reported that some marina oper- 
ators on certain lakes were refusing to 
allow fishing boats with large motors to 
be launched, insisting instead that the 
fishermen rent a boat and motor. 


It is important that fishermen with 


their own big-powered rigs understand 
that this permission applies only to state 
managed takes There are still some 
city-managed lakes, such as Grayslake 
and Cedar Lake In northern Illinois, for 
example, that have motor size restric- 
tions, and the Department of Con- 
servation cannot speak for those bodies.

ing off Door County and in Manitowoc 
County, Whitefish Bay, Jacksonport and 
Bailey's Harbor are the best areas in 
Door County; in Manitowoc, fish the 
Little Manitowoc river at the Two Creeks 
nuclear plant where the rainbows are 
sucking up spawn sacks and smelt 


In the Wisconsin Rapids area, walleyes 


are hitting minnows on river rigs just 
below the Castle Rock dam on the Wis- 
consin river and in the Dellwood area of 
Adams county in the mouth of the Roche- 
a-Cri stream to the railroad bridge there. 


But the biggest and best walleye action 


is on the Wolf river, from Fremont all 
the way downstream, where limits are 
being taken regulaily. Most of the fish- 
ermen are casting from the shoreline or 
from bridges, but a few are risking it in 
boats where the river is partially open 


On the Fox River, there is still a lot of 


ice, but there is open water under the 
bridges and near the dam where the 
walleye fishing is outstanding as the ear- 
ly spring spawning mn continues in ear- 
nest. 


A few, smaller walleyes have also been 


taken from the Fox river just over the 
Illinois-Wisconsin state line ai the Wil-

Consultant Reveals 'Typical' Amount 
Park Bond Issue Would Cost 
Homeowner $9.72 Annually 


by STEVE BROWN 


Voter approval of the $1.1 million bond 


issue referendum proposed by the Hoff- 
man Estates Park District would cost 
the "typical" homeowner $9.72 annually 
for 19 years, according to figures dis- 
closed Monday by a financial consulting 
firm. 


The cost figure, along with approval of 


a list of allocations for individiaul park 
improvements and a spirited discussion 
with a group of Winston Knolls residents 
highlighted the special meeting called by 
the park district board. 


The cost figure was prepared by Ron 


Noreen. vice president for the financial 
consulting firm of Paul D. Speers. He 
said the two question referendum would 
cost homeowners about 80 cents per 
month. The bonds would be repaid over a 
19 year period. 


Noreen explained the proposed $475,000 


pool at Hoffman Estates High School 
would cost $4.02 per year and the $675,000 
park Improvement package would re- 
quire a $5.70 increase in taxes for the 
average homeowner. 


NOREEN EXPLAINED the 1970 feder- 


al census showed the average home in 
Hoffman Estates to be valued at $28,000. 
He said a home is usually assessed at 40 
per eent of the market value, therefore a 
home with an assessed valuation of 
$11.500 would pay $9.72 for the park im- 
provement and indoor swimming pool 
package. 


He added other factors used in deter- 


mining the cost is an estimated interest 
rate on the bonds at 5.25 per cent, and 
assumption that the assessed valuation 
of the park district will continue to grow 
by $3 million annually. 


Using the 19 year maturity rate, how- 


ever, residents of the park district will 
be paying about $37 more for the total 
package than residents in Hoffman Es- 
tates will pay for the new municipal 
building. Both referendums were for 
about $1.1 million.

Noreen explained the erason behind 


longer maturity period was to allow for 
the retiring of some of the bonds the 
park district has outstanding. This would 
lessen the tax increase, he said. 


"YOU DO NOT want to overwhelm the 


people with a high initial tax rate," be 
added. Noreen said the district also de- 
cided on the longer maturity period so 
future residents of the area could pay for 
some of the improvements. 


The board also approved the list of al- 


locations for the park improvements 
package. The board, however, agreed to 
meet with the Winston Knolls Home- 
owners Association to discuss how the 
$102,000 would be spent in that area. 


Board Pres. Fred Weaver said the pro- 


posal for the meeting with Winston 
Knolls residents came because park 
plans for that area were "drastically 
changed" since the original master plan 


presentation made to many community 
groups earlier this year. 


Initially, Winston Knolls had been 


scheduled to receive an outdoor pool. 
Those plans have been scrapped for at 
least this first phase of the total devel- 
opment project. 


Items which the park board had 


planned to approve for that area includ- 
ed a 2,000 square foot community build- 
ing, two tennis courts, recreation fields, 
grading and landscaping. The board ap- 
proved only the $102,000 total for im- 
provements in Winston Knolls. A decision 
on use of the money win be made after 
the meeting with homeowners. 


ONE WINSTON Knolls resident, Con- 


rad Qewin, called the proposed park im- 
provements for that area a "pacification 
program." He said the residents would

Fire Dept.

Join Union 


At least one high ranking officer of the 


Hoffman Estates Fire Protection District 
is seriously considering joining Local 
2061, International Association of Fire- 
fighters AFL-CIO, it was learned yester- 
day. 


Lt. Don Selke, son of Hoffman Estates 


Fire Chief Carl Selke, said he has made 
overtures to join the union, but has not 
made a definite commitment. 


Selke declined to disclose his reasons 


for the move, but he said any decision 
would be delayed until after the hearing 
involving former firefighter David Carl- 
son is decided in the circuit court. 


Carlson has filed suit claiming his dis- 


missal constituted a violation of his con- 
stitutional rights. He was dismissed be- 
cause of alleged misconduct stemming 
from his refusal to promptly respond to 
an order issued by Lt. Selke. The hearing 
on the suit resumes today. 


"It would be foolish for me to make a 


decision before the conclusion of the 
hearing," Selke said. 


HE SAID THAT he has had the idea of 


joining the union under consideration for 
some time. 


"This is something we will all have to 


sooner or later," Selke said implying oth- 
er firefighters would soon be joining the 
union. Currently the union claims only 
six of the 14 full-time paid firemen as 
members. 


Carlson and his lawyer Gilbert A. 


Cornfield have maintained since the dis- 
missal nine months ago that he was fired 
for his activities as secretary-treasurer 
of the Hoffman Estates local The for- 
mation of the union and Carlson's dis- 
missal were both disclosed on July 14, 
1971. 


The Carlson hearing is scheduled to be- 


gin at 10 a.m. before Circuit Court Judge 
Edward Egan in Room 2307 of the Civie 
Center in Chicago. 


Speaks Out Against Smoking 
Champ Gymnast Performs

Students in School Dist. 21 are receiv- 


ing special instruction this week hi gym- 
nastics, coupled with comments on good 
living, from Eddie Motter. 


Motter is a former gymnastics cham- 


pion from UCLA, where he held the tifle 
of high-point man for four years. He also 
was ranked among the top three gym- 
nasts in the Pacific Coast Conference 
while at UCLA. 


After -college, Motter and his brother 


started a nightclub act of handstands and 
balancing exhibitions. Motter, however, 
is telling students of Dist. 21 that he de- 
cided to get out of show business be- 
cause of his conscience. 


"I DISCOVERED that I was using my . 


talent in the wrong way," said Motter. "I 
was only worried about money and I 
didn't care that my talent was drawing 
people into nightclubs." 


"These people would come into the - 


club to see my brother and me perform, 
and the owners would give them a show 
and drinks to make money. I never real- 


ly cared what was happening to these 
people," he said. 


Motter told the students at Oliver Wen- 


dell Holmes Jr. High School that his con- 
science soon began to bother him and he 
had to quit show business. "I'd rather be 
performing right here in front o£ you 
kids than anywhere else in the world," 
he said. 


He then showed the children at Holmes 


how to stand on their heads using the 
palms of their hands as support. He also 
demonstrated different types of hand- 
stands. 


HOPPING DOWN from the table on 


which he performs his act, Motter said, 
all people want today is "your money." 


He. asked the children if they have 


ever seen advertising where a beautiful 
girl is sitting back with a cigarette up to 
her mouth. He said the ad makes it look 
like every girl that smokes a cigarette is 
beautiful. 


"Boy, there is nothing more false in 


the world," he said. "If Mother Nature 
made you beautiful, you'll be beautiful, 


and if she made you ugly there aren't 
enough cigarettes around to change 
you." 


Motter explained to the students that 


smoking is nothing more than a habit. 
"If you ever talk to someone who smokes 
he'll probably tell you he wishes he could 
stop, and you should never start." 


"You'll really wish you wouldn't have 


started if you ever get that thing they 
call cancer. Take my word for it kids, 
don't start smoking," he said. 


MOTTER JUMPED back on the table 


and called his wife, Katurah, to join the 
act. The couple went through numerous 
balancing maneuvers to the enjoyment of 
the students, and then Motter gave his 
final comment. 


"You've got to learn to say 'No' to 


people and their gimmicks," he told the 
students. 


"One time my brother and I were 


practicing our act on Muscle Beach in

Ehrlich and two others, Richard Bow* 


ers and Lincoln Day, created an organi- 
nation with one purpose, one goal: lo 
stop the population explosion in the 
United Stolen Zero Population Growth 
was formed in the fall of \m with head* 
quarters In California, 


Thirty thousand Americans have joined 


the population fight to date, One hundred 
a/ them live in the northwest suburbs 
and meet monthly at Lauterberg and 
Oehtor Funeral Home in Arlington 
Heights.

Joan Broaseit. Elk Grove Village, 


joined in 1571 because she was looking 
for an organization that had more mean-

"I had had thoughts about crowding 


and pollution, but it was nothing def£ 
rite/* said the attractive, blond home- 
maker "1 read that Don Shaw (Hie Rev, 
Doit Shaw, now director of Midwest Pop- 
illation Center, a vaseetomy clinic in Chi* 
cage) was going to speak at a 2PG fo- 
rum. 1 saw the name of a friend in the 
wfacle, and since I wanted to see him, I 
catted her/* 


WAS WORKING for legalization 


of abortion, education in population prob- 
lems and legislation - all of which inter- 
ested Joan. She Joined, became a very 
active member and will soon begin her 
term as president, 


"Tto aim of our chapter Is to educate 


the people In our area & to what the 
problem is. We believe they shoukt be 
concerned and do something about it," 
Joan said, 


"The growth of the population is now 


so rapid thai the multitude of humans is 
doubling every 35 years," Ehrtich has 
written, 


The result will not only be a more 


crowded world but CD* plagued with 
massive famine, widespread disease and 
possibly thermonuclear war, he believes, 


"WE ARE FACED by a most ele- 


mentary choke/1 he continues. "Either 
we find a way to bring the birth rate 
down or the death rate will soon go back 
up. Make no mistake about it - mankind 
has not freed itself from the tyranny of 
arithmetic," 


"ZPG 
members are mainly pure 


white, middle clatters," Joan said. "One 
point we try to put across is that this 
group is the main population problem 
group in the United States, We are the 
group having three or four kids apiece, 
and we represent 80 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 


"Six per cent of the world population 


lives in the United States," Joan contin- 
ued. "But that six per cent consumes 
more than 40 per cent of the world's non- 
renewable, mined resources. The impact 
of one U. S, birth on the world is so 
much greater than say in India, The 
American child uses up so much more in 
his 1ifetifne>" 


JOAN CARRIES her message to any- 


one who will listen. 


She and other members of the North- 


west Suburban Chapter are knowl- 
edgeable enough about the population 
problem to go out as guest speakers to 
other clubs and organizations in the 
area, 


"The issue of population is not popu- 
lar/' Joan said, "particularly when you 
start talking about having no more than 
two children* No matter how carefully or 
intelligently it is put, people resent it. We 
are not against children — population, 
some feel, is a personal thing — but once 
a child is born it is not private any- 
more," 


Pollution is a more acceptable topic, 


she added, and ZPG members feel popu- 
lation and pollution go hand in hand, 


"SOME PEOPLE ARE informed about 


what the problem is, but they don't 
care," Joan said with an air of frustra- 
tion, "They insist having a child is their 
own affair." 


Educating b only one of the chapter's 


activities. Dues contribute to the support 
of four full-time lobbyists who work in 
Washington, D, a, for specific legisla- 
tion. The chapter receives newsletters 
from the lobbyists informing members 
about current bills, whom to write and 
when to vote. A population stabilization 
bill, now before a Senate committee, that 
asks for a stabilization of population is 
their immediate concern. 


ZPG actively supports political candi- 


dates with platforms favorable to its 
point of view. The group endorsed Cali« 
fornia Representative Paul McCloskey's 
btf for the Presidential nomination. 


Since he dropped from the race, mem- 


bers are turning their attention to local 
candidates. 


THE NATIONAL organization is cur- 


rently involved in a suit against Para- 
mount Pictures since its release of the 
m o v i e "2PG — Zero Population 
Growth/1 a film dealing with mandatory 
population control, 


"It's a terrible film," Joan said* "More 


important it has no relationship or con- 
nection with our organization. We are not 
in favor of governmental controls of pop- 
ulation and believe this film can be very 
destructive to our group." 


As well as participating in as many 


national projects and concerns as they 
are able, local chapter members take ac- 
tion of their own, Part of their work is 
aimed at raising money, a simple neces- 
sity, 


They are sponsoring a "Mother of the 


Year" contest this year and plan to se- 
lect the "Environmental Family of the 
Year"1 next year. 


MEMBERS ARE encouraged to write 


letters to newspapers, congressmen and 
advertisers whenever the need arises to 
defend their population stance, support a 
piece of legislation or protest the glorif i- 
cation of a large family, 


One of their local projects proved un- 


successful Members attempted to con- 
tact ftll obstetricians, gynecologists, pe- 
diatricians and urologists in Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove, Mount Prospect and 
Rolling Meadows asking that they put 
ZPG literature in their offices. No one 
answered their inquiry and during sub- 
sequent phone calls to these physicians, 
not one would accept the literature — 
even those^ who agreed witto the organiza- 
tion. 


This fall Dr. Lonny Myers of Midwest 


Population Center will be the keynote 
speaker at a public program sponsored 
in Chicago by ZPG. Programs of this 
type have, in the past, attracted new 
members and public interest. 


"I THINK ZPG has had a definite ef- 


fect on all of the country," Joan said. 
"But we have to be very careful regard* 
ing the current 'baby bust.* The decline 
in the birth rate is being caused by many 
things — the economic picture, the war, 
people just delaying having babies — not 
just because of ZPG, Planned Parent- 
hood or the exposure we've gotten in the 
media." 


The local group Is leveling off in mem- 


bership growth. Some of their members 
have become inactive or dropped but 
continue to do their part by limiting their 
families and talking on a one-to-one basis 
with others. 


ZPG may not be large, but it is vocal

You should copy those fancy French 


recipes you borrowed, but first you'd bet- 
ter find some craft ideas for your 
Brownie troop. Movies might be the best, 
or at least the quietest, entertainment for 
that children's birthday party this week- 
end, And just as soon as that's over you 
simply must make plans for this year's 
family vacation. Now, where can you get 
all this together? 


The answers to all these problem* — 


and many more — are as near as your 
library. It you haven't visited your local 
public library lately, you're missing out 
on today's biggest bargain- your library 
card, Drop in during National Library 
Week, April 16*22, You may be pleasantly 
surprised! While details vary, here are 
some of the help and services you're 
likely to find and appreciate. 


BOOKS, OF course, are the first thing 


you expect to find in a library. But did 
you realize that, even if there are just a 
few thousand volumes on the shelves, 
your library has access to millions of 
others? Most libraries belong to some 
kind of cooperative library system. 
Chances are your librarian can get you 
just about any book you want, if you can 
give her just a little time to fill your 
special request. Most libraries, too, offer 
books in extra-large print for those of us 
with vision problems. 


Magazines and newspapers offer anoth- 


er considerable boon to your budget, You 
can check out current magazines, but 
you'll probably have to read the news- 
papers there, However, you'll usually 
find a wide choice: from out-of-town and 
big-city papers to financial dailies and 
foreign newspapers, 


REFERENCE MATERIALS cover just 


about everything you always wanted to 
know about just about anything! Since no 
single column can begin to list all the 
resources available, either right there or 
by telephone and teletype, you'll have to 
prove far yourself that your local librar- 
ian can help you with anything from how 
to take out a spot to how to find the per- 
fect vacation spot, I, for one, am espe- 


cially awed by the various directories, 
which supply names and addresses for 
everybody from corporation officials to 
directors of scholarship funds. 


Non-book items include an amazing va- 


riety. You can probably borrow a picture 
to try for a few weeks, In some places, 
I've read, you can even check out toys 
and take them home, Most libraries offer 
films, not to mention records, tapes and 
cassettes, Some libraries also offer ex- 
tensive collections of music and scores. 


Children are preferred customers ev- 


erywhere. Just about every library has a 
special children's section, plus a host of 
craft ideas, displays, summer reading 
chibs, story hours, film programs, con- 
tests and other special events designed to 
encourage the youngsters to read. 


COPYING MACHINES are a welcome 


addition to library services. If you 
haven't used them yet, discover now how 
easy it is to feed m a dime and get back , 
a page of highly complicated knitting in- 


structions or whatever. Our local library 
doesn't have one yet, but at feast one 
California Hbrary recently tested a coin- 
operated computer as an extra service 
for students and businessmen. (Two and 
a half minutes of problem-solving time 
cost a quarter, according to the news re- 
lease.) 


Computers and copiers are about the 


only library services that involve a fee. 
Perhaps the greatest service of all, a 
warm welcome and friendly, personal* 
ized help, costs you nothing at all. Many 
libraries also offer meeting rooms for 
civic groups, not to mention such extras 
as special exhibits and free film pro- 
grams. 


As Henry David Thoreau once said, 


"That man is richest whose pleasures 
are ttoe cheapest." He might weU have 
had in mind your library card* It costs 
you little or nothing at all, yet it's your 
passport to the whole wide world of 
enlightenment and enchantment.

Board, Mult icon In Dispute 


Dispute on the Hoffman Estates Vil- 


lage Board in what one trustee termed a 
"power play'1 between Multicon Proper- 
ties and the board's environmental com- 
mittee ended in a split vote Monday 
night, with Trustee Diane Jensen walk- 
ing out of the meeting. 


Mrs. Jensen returned to the board ses- 


sion later, but not until several minutes 
after Roy Whitehead, Multicon's regional 
director, had completed an apology to 
the board "for the furor which was 
created here.1' 


The dispute centered on whether Multi- 


con had to confer with the environmental 
committee, headed by Mrs. Jensen, be- 
fore coming to the board. The final deci- 
sion was that the firm did not have to 
meet with the committee. 


Multicon already had obtained board 


approval of its site plan for Hilldale and 
an amendment to its annexation ordi- 
nance, to allow switch of a commercial 
area from one location in the devel- 
opment to another. The firm was seeking 
permission to proceed with engineering 


plans for the site, in what Whitehead 
termed a courtesy to the board. Multicon 
could legally have started engineering 
without board authorization, he said. 
This was confirmed by plan commission 
chairman Richard Regan. 


In a meeting March 29, the plan com- 


mission recommended the village board 
authorize the engineering work. But ac- 
cording to minut'.s read by Regan, the 
commission included the stipulation Mul- 
ticon meet with the environmental com- 
mittee first. 


Whitehead last week wrote a letter to 


Mayor Frederick Downey, asking the 
matter be placed on Monday's agenda. 
He stated delays in approval could be 
expensive. 


JUST BEFORE Monday's meeting, 


Mrs. Jensen gave Regan a letter asking 
the matter be deferred until after Multi- 
con met with the environmental com- 
mittee, which she chairs. 


Regan introduced the matter, noting 


Mrs. Jensen's request, and noted he is 
required by law to bring any plan com- 


Rules New Car Tax OK 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


ruled against a suit filed in behalf of Ar- 
lington Heights and five other home rule 
suburbs which sought to enjoin the coun- 
ty from collecting a $10 tax on every new 
car sale in those municipalities. 


Circuit Court Judge Nathan M. Cohen 


ruled that the local and county ordi- 
nances which created the new vehicle 
sales tax were not in conflict. 


The judge further stated in his decision 


that a section of the new state con- 
stitution which appears to give municipal 
ordinances priority over conflicting coun- 
ty ordinances does not apply to taxation 
issues. 


Arlington Heights Village Atty. 'Jack 


Siegel said he expected to appeal the 
judge's decision. During the appeal pro- 
cess. Siegel said tax money collected on 
new car sates,will continue to be held in 
a special holding account. 


Arlington Heights, along with Evans- 


ton. Oak Park, Niles, Des Plaines and 
Berwyn, are seeking to preempt the 
county's new car tax by passing Identical 
tax measures of their own. 


The municipal ordinances asserted lo- 


cal priority over the county tax based 
upon Article 7. Section 6, of the new Illi- 
nois Constitution which states that "if a 
home rule county ordinance conflicts 
with an ordinance of a municipality, the 
municipal ordinance shall prevail within 
its jurisdiction." 


"I'll be discussing the case with the 


Arlington Heights Board of Trustees and 


I assume it will want me to appeal," Sie- 
gel said after the decision. 


YESTERDAY WAS the first hearing on 


the joint suburban suit and Siegel said he 
was not surprised by the speed of Judge 
Cohen's decision. 


"We were looking for an immediate de- 


cision so that, if we had to, we could 
appeal as soon as possible," he said. 


Earlier Siegel had succeeded in a mo- 


tion to have the tax money now being 
collected by the county on new vehicle 
sales held in an escrow account until the 
jurisdictional question is resolved. 


The Cook Qounty ordinance went into 


effect Jan. 1 and the Arlington Heights 
Village Board passed its nearly identical 
ordinance Feb. 8. 


Evanston, where Siegel is; rhief corpo- 


ration counsel, was the first suburb to 
challenge the new tax. 


Asst. State's Atty. Paul Biebel, who 


represented the county in Judge Cohen's 
court yesterday, said he interpreted the 
judge's decision as meaning that both 
Cook County and Arlington Heights have 
the power to tax new car sales and that 
those powers do not conflict. 


Biebel said he thought the appeal mo- 


tion would be heard reasonably soon so 
that the question of who is to receive the 
tax revenue can be decided. 


There are nine new car dealers located 


within Arlington Heights each selling an 
average of 1,000 new cars a year. If the 
village should be awarded final jurisdic- 
tion in the tax dispute, it could mean 
nearly 5100,000 additional revenue. 


Residents To Protest Ice Rink? 


Residents from the High Point South 


subdivision are expected to protest re- 
zoning to allow an ice skating facility at 
Golf Road near Oakmont Road as the 
H o f f m a n Estates Plan Commission 
meets this evening at 8 at the village 
hall. 161 Illinois Blvd. 


The residents, members of the newly 


formed PIE Homeowners Association, 
are protesting the facility claiming it 
may present safety hazards to neighbor- 
hood children, may become a traffic and 
noise nuisance and could lower the value 
of single-family homes in the High Point 
South subdivision. 


The residents also are afraid allowing 


commercial zoning at the site will set a 
precedent along Golf Road which will dic- 
tate commercial zoning along the entire 
strip, The residents would like to see the 
area developed residentially. 


A group of investors headed by local 


sporting goods merchant Lou Bocci are 
requesting the village rezone 14 acres on 


the south side of Golf Road from residen- 
tial to commercial to accommodate a fa- 
cility for amateur hockey play, recrea- 
tional skating and related ice activities. 


BOCCI EMPHASIZES the facility will 


be advantageous for the youth of local 
communities and said it is wanted by lo- 
cal school and park officials. 


He added that a planned second phase 


of the project will be the construction of 
tennis courts. "The main thing to re- 
member is that the two fastest growing 
sports are tennis and hockey," he ex- 
plained. 


Bocci said the proposed skating facility 


would accommodate a hockey program 
for 1,000 boys in the Schaumburg area 
alone. 


The facility, to be called the Ice Buck- 


et, will include an 85-by-200-foot regu- 
lation ice hockey rink plus a smaller rink 
for tots and beginners, seating for ap- 
proximately 800 people and parking for 
about 250 vehicles.

rather have the pool.

to come back to his commission for ap- 
proval of any changes recommended by 
the environmental committee. 


Regan suggested instead a member of 


the environmental committee be named 
to his commission, but urged the board 
to approve the Multicon request Monday. 


He repeatedly stated the environmen- 


tal committee would gain little by look- 
ing at Multicon's plans at this point. 
When engineering is developed, he said, 
there will be more definite plans, and 
this would be the time for Mrs. Jensen's 
committee to make its recommendations. 


Trustee William Cowin asked what the 


responsibilities 
of the 
environmental 


committee are. If they include plan re- 
view, he said, Mrs. Jensen's position 
would be defensible. 


But Regan pointed out state law pro- 


vides for review only by the plan com- 
mission, the zoning board and the village 
board. Trustee William He'nnessy also 
noted other village board committees do 
not review site plans. 


IF SUCH authority were given to the 


environmental committee, it would be 
equally justified for the public works 
committee to review street and sewer 
plans, and other committees to review 
other phases of each developer's plans, 
said Hennessy. 


William Eberhardt also of Multicon, 


noted he had met with Mrs. Hayter April 
4 and answered any questions she cared 
to ask. She agreed, but said she was not 
the environmental committee, but the 
chairman. 


Mrs. Jensen repeatedly noted the plan 


commission recommendation had carried 
the stipulation her committee review the 
.plans. "I can't see how we can ignore 
w h a t they (commission members) 
stated," she said. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert was asked 


for an opinion. He suggested the plan 
commission not make recommendations 
with stipulations in the future, to avoid 
procedural arguments. 


He also suggested the board either ap- 


prove the request, or set a date certain 
when action would be taken, with an en- 
vironmental committee meeting to be 
held in the intervening time. 


When the motion for approval finally 


was made, Trustee Virginia Hayter 
termed Multicon's request a power play. 
Whitehead's letter was "part of the pow- 
er play. What he really wanted was a 
bigger push," she said. But legally, she 
said, the board had no justification to re- 
quire (he developer to deal with a citi- 
zens' committee.

During the appeal pro- 
cess, Siegel said tax money collected on 
new car sales will continue to be held in 
a special holding account. 


Arlington Heights, along with Evans- 


ton, Oak Park, Niles, Des Plaines and 
Berwyn, are seeking to preempt the 
county's new car tax by passing identical 
tax measures of their own. 


The municipal ordinances asserted lo- 


cal priority over the county tax based 
upon Article 7, Section 6, of the new Illi- 


nois Constitution which states that "if a 
home rule county ordinance conflicts 
with an ordinance of a municipality, the 
municipal ordinance shall prevail within 
its jurisdiction." 


"I'll be discussing the case with the 


Arlington Heights Board of Trustees and 
I assume it will want me to appeal," Sie- 
gel said after the decision. 


YESTERDAY WAS the first hearing on 


the joint suburban suit and Siegel said he 
was not surprised by the speed of Judge 
Cohen's decision.

I've 
tried bleach, salt, ammonia, vinegar, 
cream of tartar and peroxide, baking 
soda, strong detergent.

Dear Dorothy; How do you get tar out

When our children were young, I al- 


ways nibbed butter or shortening into 
the stain and rubbed until it practically 
disappeared; then laundered. It always 
worked, The modern method is to rub 
detergent into the stain, then rinse with 
hot water. If this doesn't work, sponge 
stain with a grease solvent. Dry, then 
launder,

Other fish- 
ermen reported that some marina oper- 
ators on certain lakes were refusing to 
allow fishing boats with large motors to 
be launched, insisting instead that the 
fishermen rent a boat and motor. 


It is important that fishermen with 


their own big-powered rigs understand 
that this permission applies only to state 
managed tokos. There are still some 
city-managed lakes* such as Grayslake 
and Cedar Lake in northern Illinois, for 
example, that have motor size restric- 
tion*, and the Department of Con- 
servation cannot speak for those bodies.

Legislature Lacks Gusto In Opening Weeks Sessions 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL. - The Illinois 


Legislature attacked a mountain of pend- 
ing legislation this week, with all the 
gusto of a small boy picking at a platter 
of spinach. 


Returning to session after a recess of 


more than four months, the legislature 
met briefly yesterday and the previous 
day, acting on only one of some 1,500 
measures awaiting its attention. 


It took a $32 million club weilded by 


the federal government to produce pas- 
sage on the first day of a bill banning 
construction of billboards within 600 feet 


- two football fields - of state and fed- 
eral highways. 


In the only vote of any significance, 


the legislature quickly approved bills 
previously passed but subjected to Gov. 
Richard 
Ogilvie's amendatory 
veto, 


which banned the billboard construction. 


Under a threat by U.S. Transportation 


Secretary John Volpe for withholding of 
a $32 million highway aid grant, the 
House approved the billboard ban by a 
vote of 135 to 18, and the Senate passed it 
52 to one. 


While approving one bill, legislators 


added approximately 75 new measures to 
the collection of some 300 awaiting floor 
action in the two houses and another 
1,000 or more sitting in committee files. 


The new measures introduced ranged 


from proposals for stiff penalties against 
littering from automobiles to the reduc- 
tion of the age requirements for mem- 
bers of local school boards. 


Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, (D-3rd) 


sponsored two of the new measures. She 
was the house sponsor of a resolution 
calling for ratification of the U.S. Con- 
stitutional amendment specifying equal

Rules New Car Tax OK 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


ruled against a suit filed in behalf of Ar- 
lington Heights and five other home rule 
suburbs which sought to enjoin the coun- 
ty from collecting a $10 tax on every new 
car sale In those municipalities. 


Circuit Court Judge Nathan M. Cohen 


ruled that the local and coun'y ordi- 
nances which created the new vehicle 
sales tax were not in conflict. 


The judge further stated in his decision 


that a section of the new state con- 
stitution which appears to give municipal 
ordinances priority over conflicting coun- 
ty ordinances does not apply to taxation 
issues. 


Arlington Heights Village Ally. Jack 


Siegel said he expected to appeal the 
judge's decision. During the appeal pro- 
cess, Siegel said tax money collected on 
new car sales will continue to be held in 
a special holding account. 


Arlington Heights, along with Evans- 


ton. Oak Park. Niles, Des Plaines and 
Berwyn, are seeking to preempt the 
county's new car tax by passing Identical 
tax measures of their own. 


The municipal ordinances asserted lo- 


cal priority over the county tax based 
upon Article 7, Section 6, of the new Illi- 
nois Constitution which states that "if a 
home rule county ordinance conflicts 
with an ordinance of a municipality, the 
municipal ordinance shall prevail within 
its jurisdiction."

tax revenue can be decided. 


There are nine new car dealers located 


within Arlington Heights each selling an 
average of 1,000 new cars a year. If the 
village should be awarded final jurisdic- 
tion in the tax dispute, it could mean 
nearly $100,000 additional revenue.

A state requirement for school board 


representation 
from 
unincorporated 


areas gave a guarantee in last week's 
election to a Dist. 211 school board candi- 
date and created a possible legal dispute 
in Dist. 214. 


The law was instituted years ago to 


insure the rural districts representation 
from the town and from the surrounding 
farm land, 


Some local school officials contend the 


taw doesn't apply to districts composed 
of several villages with small pockets of 
unincorporated land. They say it gives 
an advantage to one candidate who may 
be a representative of a small minority. 


Other critics of the law add if unin- 


corporated areas are going to be given 
representation, so should the remaining 
portions of the district — perhaps with a 
ward arrangement. 


It is apparent the unincorporated re- 


quirement is outmoded for the largely in- 
corporated suburban areas. However a 
move to representation by locality sets a 
political trend that is unsuitable for 
school districts. 


As it is now, the residence of the candi- 


dates has played a primary role in the 
voters' selection. In Elk Grove, for ex- 
ample, individual village officials joined 
the campaip for several local school 
board candidates. 


GEOGRAPHIC campaigns are fine as 


long as they don't overshadow the quali- 
fications of the individuals. 


Residents should also consider that if a 


ward system is suitable for school dis- 
tricts, it could just aa easily be used in 
park districts, library districts and vil- 


lages at large. 


We would probably be better off with a 


school board election completely 
at 


large, As it is now the unincorporated 
representation can create problems when 
two representatives from an unincorpo- 
rated area are running for two seats in 
one district. In Dist. 214, for example, 
two unincorporated candidates put in a 
bid for two separate terms. In this case 
it sufficed to choose the candidate with 
the most votes but a conflict could have 
arisen. 


While the Illinois School Code requires 


unincorporated representation, it doesn't 
set guidelines for a contested election. 
This is only one example of an outmoded 
school law that is difficult to interpret 
and in many cases inapplicable to large 
urban districts. 


We praise Dist. 214's leadership in try- 


ing to amend this one clause. But feel it 
is time the state took the initiative to 
give the entire code an overhaul to make 
it more relevant to modern times.

asking that the short hair requirements 
be modified. 


"I believe there is some merit in the 


boys' request," Pucinski said yesterday. 
"They spend some 28 days a month in 
civilian pursuit and two days in reserve 
duty. If and when they're ever called up, 
there will be ample time to trim their 
hair for full-time soldiering." 


More than 90 per cent (66) enlisted, 


obligated reservists of the 543rd Marine 
Reserve Air Attack Squadron have pro- 
tested the short-hair Marine require- 
ments by petitioning Pucinski and other 
state officials. The petition released two 
weeks ago states that the reservists 
"personal freedom" is taken away "for 
no seemingly good reason." 


The Marine Corps requires closely 


trimmed hair, no longer than three 
Inches on top with sideburns near eye 
level. 


"1 can appreciate their concern for 


having to have their hair style altered 
for a full month," Pucinski said. The re- 
servists contend the hair policy affects 
their civilian lives because it is so strin- 
gent.

"Marine Corps regulations say 
a Marine will be well-groomed and with 
hair neatly and closely trimmed . . . no 
long or conspicuous sideburns. These are 
the things that need interpretation," he 
said. 


"With all the plans for a volunteer 


army, if they really want to attract men 
into a career, the hair policy has to be 
taken into consideration," Pucinski said.

cent over last year. 


"They can be wrong. They've made 


mistakes every year for the past seven 
years," Adamy said. 


Adamy conceded that food chains were 


slow in cutting retail beef prices after 
farm and wholesale prices began declin- 
ing in February. But he contended this 
expansion of the farm-to-retail margin 
was only a partial catch-up for a squeeze 
food chains suffered because they were 
slow to raise retail prices last year when 
farm-wholesale prices began moving up.
